{mall Trifles were laid one upon another confuſedly (like a 
pack of Cardes ſhuffled rogether)ſo theſe Books were inter- 
mingled together,friends and foes, Truthes and Lyes,all in a 
heape, one amongſt another, tied in a bundle with a pack- 
thred,, the Owner intending to have every ſort of them 
bound by themſelves afterwards. All theſe Diviſions being 
thus accorded with a cord, {or parcell of Hempe, which 
will endall Diviſions) were laid upon a ſhelfe in the Shop 
to which Truſle, Fardle, Magazine,Maſle, or Chaos of Con- 
fuſion, an Armie of Mice came (on the Saturday Night) a 
Book- haling, where they valiantly aſſaulted this Bulwarke of 
Bookes, playing the Pioners part {0 valiantly, that with tooth 
and nalle they entered the papyreall Suburbs, and never left

that concerned the King, or wherein any thing was expreſt 
either for His Majeſties Service or Honour) Then afreſh 
they fall to't again,gnawing and knabbling, Briefes, Breviazer, 
Approbations, Amplifications, T. nfo Maſſacres, Petivi«

ns, Repetiiions, m_ Co theaks; Reſervations, De- 
gradations, Iuſtifications, Manifeſtations, Declarations, Moleſla- 
tions, Condemmations, Adver tiſements, Remembrances, Pampblets, 
Sermons, Seditions, Fights, Battailer, Skirmiſhes, Suſpictons, Sub- 
miſrions, Triumpbs, Firings,Plunderings, Advices, Intelligences, 
Newes, Expoſitions, Propoſutions, Impoſettons, Tranſpoſitions, eAc- 
quiſitions, Depoſitions, Suppoſitions, Compoſitions, Inquiſitions, 
Commiſſions, and the Devill and all; ſome Bookes alſo of 1riſh 
Rebellion were devoured as they had been Shemroys.

13122 11D)Y3 DM after his likenefle, 
after his image God created man: his image in the ſubſtance, 
eſpecially ſoule of man , his likenefle in the qualities he en- 
dowed man with 21115895 like God, as he was 5x ſtrong 
powerfull : ſtrength and power being eflentiall properties of 
ſoveraignty, the poſterity of the firſt man betore the law, 
whenthey were 2 law to themſelves, had poteſtatem vite et 
necis derived to their firſt borne in their generations, the ho- 
ly booke averreth this : no moderne, \no antient authority 
oppueneth it, Poreſtas wite er necis, arc infallible markes of 
Soveraignty, conſtantly exerciſed by the firſt borne before 
tne Law, without limitation without condition or contract 
had with them over whom they exerciſed this authority, how 
then is Power ori21nally inherent in the people, did che conſtant 
praiſe of the firft age runne a courte contrary to nature in 
morall buſineſſes for the ſpace of ſixteen hundred years: for 
from the creation to the deluge about ſo many yearesare 
reckoned by rhe beſt Chronologers : neither is this birth- 
right of ſoveraignty during that time ſuſpended, interrupted, 
or croſt in the lyne of Seth, tor ought I ever heard or read of : 
no man [ believe is of that unbeliefe, to ſay,that nature from 
tts cr:dle was diſpoſſeſſed of this birth-right, and could not 
regaine it in ſo many ages, it is ſaid Naruram expellas furca it 
cet nſg, recurret, lefſe time than this might make cuſtome na- 
fure, unleſſe this cuſtome did crofle 7« =p37e gurrss prime n- 
t»re, which we ſhall examine in its proper place : the ny 
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of nature probably in morall ations, grew more corrupted 
in proceſle of ages ; witneſſeth theincreaſe of lawes, occaſi- 
oned by the encreale of vice: Afrer the Deluge, Nimrod put 
upthe firſt Monarchy , the People had not the chiefe hand 
roele@ him ; but you reply, he was a Hunter of men, a Ty. 
rant , an Inverter of Natures Inſtitutions , what Nature 
meant, or afſented to, ſhall be examined in one con{ideration 
of Inherent power, De ju: 8 natural; : that he was a Monarch 
and not ele&ed by the People, fully ſatisfieth our preſent 

urpoſe : he is branded with Tyranny, not ſo properly 

or uſurpation of Soveraignty, but for the unnaturall andin- 
ordinate exercile of his Dominion; for he in whom Sove- 
raignty is lawfully veſted, be it from People ,or Patrimoniall 
and inheritable from his Anceſtours, by the unnaturall ex- 
erciſc of his power is ordinarily and properly ſtiled a Ty- 
rant : the World being Peopled, ſeveral] Dominions aroſe 
of ſeverall natures, one man {umetimes, and in ſome places 
ingrofſing Soveraignty,and ſome times the people : the pal- 
fions of depraved Nature ſtill breaking our for their ſeeming 
beſt advantage : to run upon particulars is needlefſe, nor 
much to the purpoſe, examples of borh natures arc nume- 
rous , though queſtionleſle unequall : the foure Monarchs, 
and the praRtice of the firſt age owne not their births to 
populareleQions : examples parallell rotheſc for antiquity, 
and fame the continued voyce of Hiſtory afſureth me can- 
not be found in any eleRion made by the people: hence itis 
evident, that it cannot withour much Immodeſty or Igno- 
rance be alleadged, that Power is originally inherent in the 
People, de fatto, in reſpeR of praRtice in the People, to make 
all Kings, and at all times, 

Whether this power is originally. inherent inthe People 
de jure of right, falleth nextto be examined : it this powet 
5 originally inherent inthe people de jure, it is then ſo inhe- 
reatinthem jore Divine, by Divine right, naturally by = 
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law of Nature, or jure Gentiam, by the law of Nations ; to 
averre the people intituled to this power by any Civill law ; 
that is, by the law of any particular Nation, commeth not 
rothe purpoſe : for your tenent is indefinite, not limited to 
any particular government, and endeavoured to be main- 
rained by indefinite arguments : therefore if the people hath 
any right tothis power we muſt finde it out in one of the 
three rights propoſed by us , and we will here firſt enquire 
after this power in the Divine law. 

God is donour of all Dominions witneſſeth your ſelfe, 
paze 1.therefore not the people. but you will ſay God andthe 
pcople : to prove this, I finde nor one argument drawne 
from Scripture in all your Obſervations, and it any text had 
the leaſt colour of advantage for you, without doubt it had 
beene urged : and facreJi Hiſtory 1s moſt energeticall and 
too frequent inthe mouth of conſcious Heterodoxy,we ſhall 
to keepe cloſer ro you, decline to examine your Oblervati- 
ons according tothe rule of Scripturg,and keep our diſcourſe 
torunne within the Channels of naturall Reaſon, rouching 
only Divinity as we paſſc along, ſofaras it delcendeth ro 
communicate it ſelfe with reaſon : if you muſt needs there- 
fore juſtle in.man to ſhare with God in the conſtitution of 
Royaleſſe , reaſon ( reaſon and nature being the Idols of 
your diſcourſe) forceth you to confeſle, that God iscither 
the mediate, people immediate , or the people mediate, God 
the immediate,or both immediately concurre as immediate 
cfcients of principalities: -no other ſort of operation or in» 
flux can be affigned to cfhicient Cauſcs, and reducibletothe 
Obſcrvations advantage : it God is made to be mediate, peo» 
plejſimmediate eſncients, it followeth of necefliry, that the 
'ople muſt cither be a meer inſtrument,or a free Agent ena- 
bled by the firſt caule, to ſettle this power in whom they 
pleaſe, and that in an abtolurte or conditionall eſtate : a 
meere wſtiumentali Cauſe, I am allured you will deny the 
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people to bee, for MR bes. non movet nift motum + an] 
the effects of ir, are properly and uſually called the effe&gf 
the mover, I meane by mover,not the finall cauſe, but effic, 
entor Agent, which indeed hath rhe moſt influence upay 
the effect, and whole quality ſtill ſpeciticates and denomi. 
nates accordingly this efficient, and not the inſtrument; 
he that killeth a man with a Sword, is called the man-ſlayer, 
notthe Sword : a virtuous or vicious exploit is attributedto 
the man, not the {word wherewith he did it : to take God 
and people inthis ſtate, is to allow God to be the Well from 
whence doth flow principality, and the people the Conduit. 
pipe : and hethat hath the leaſt drop of Reaſon, will nots- 
verrethe water to have its being from the Conduit-pipetha 
conveyeth it: people in this notion have not the powers 
dreamed of by the Obſervations,either originall or inherent 
in them, nor can your quod fecit tale, eſt mags tale be applyed 
to them, that have not ſuſficiency fit to denominate them t& 
le; we ſhall looke then upon the people as free Agents, ens 
bled by God, the mediate or remoter Cauſe, with power by 
them grantable and transferrable upon whomſoever their 
publike voyce and conſent elefteth ; this power is by them 
grantable abſolutely,or conditionally; or both, if they may 
doe it both wayes; wee will tor methods ſake looke upon 
them in their firſt capacity z if they make an abſolute grant, 
they are irrevocably concluded ; neither is it of any purpoſe 
ro urge, that the nature of the thing granted is incompatible 
with an abſolute conveyance of it, this is to deny our ſup- 
poſition - neither doth the nature of the thing granted,gain- 
ſay anabſoluteneſſe of grant; for power ever lives and &- 
ſtates, is at moſt the thing conveyed ; which was and may 
be abſolutely and irrevocably given ; a free man by the law 
of this Land, may by confeſſing himlelfe a villaine in 4 
Court of Record, bind himſelte and his heires ro ſervitude 

and eſtate rothe diſpoſall of their Lord : a man /#/ wn 
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the Romane Law, uſually called the Civill law, may ſub- 
je& himſelte and poſterity co another man, over whom and 
fortunes he hath an abſolute Dominion , Gell. l, r1.c. $. 
and Inſtinian, Inſtitut: de ſervis; the Jewiſh Law hath an ex» 
Prcfſe reſtimony for this addition in 22. Chaprerof Exodus, 
verſe 6. his Maſter, ſpeaking 'of Servant, he ſhall boare his 
earc through with an Awle and he ſhall ſerve him for ever; 
the Logicke of thete examples is evident ; by the ſame rea- 
ſon, that one, ſo many that are ſ#z iu715, may convey to one 
or moxe abſolute dominion over themſelves and poſterity. 
Andthough I would admitunto you, that it is, pz. 20. Y'#- 
' naturall for any Nation to give away its owne propriety init ſelfe, 


and yer this gift is both naturall and neceſlary to the being of 


all Societies and States ; for if every man reſerveth to him- 
ſelte the power given him by nature to reſiſt violence and in- 
jury; though offered by a Magiſtrate, then every man would 
be a law to himſelfc,to the extirpation of all Societies and ci- 
vill Juſtice, 

The inconveniency ariſing from the ſuppoſition of ſuch ab- 
ſolute grant objected by the oblervaror faleth ro the ground, 
for conditionall as well as ab{olutetralation of power is ob- 
aoxious to inconveniences, neither is it inſiſted ſo much by 
us, whether this power is ever or more uſually granted ; but 
whether rightfully grantable irrevocably,which no reaſona- 
ble judgement will deny by the examples urged by us,drawa 
from the Conſtitutions of thoſe three moſt conſiderable 
Common-wealths, neither is this abſolute ſubjeQion, as the 
Ovſervator falfly urgeth, contrary or diſſonant to the Law 
of Nature : by the Law of Nature hee underſtandeth that 
which right reaſon aſſenterh unto, pg. 44. Naturall reaſon 
many times approveth and confenterh to this irrevocable 
conveyance : poverty ſometimes, or inability to defend 
themſelves by the trengrh of their owne Lawes, compelleth 


the people irrevocably to lubjeR —_—_— to another po- 
wer 
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wer; and right reaſon affenterhto this grant, induced theres 
unto by thele or the like exigences of State. Campani({aid ins 
comparable Grotius) olim neceſritate ſubatt;, popula Romand(e 
ſubiecerunt in hunc modum : populum Campanum vrbemque Ca. 
pram agros,gdelurs Deum, Divina Humanaque in veſtram ditia- 
mem P, C, ded:mus ; here is an abſolute conveyance over lives 
and fortunes by the people, without reſervations or condi- 
tions: ncither (tanderh this example fingle in Hiſtory : Lear- 
ned Grotins in his exquiſite book D: Jure Bell; & pacis fol.49, 
reckoneth many Conveyances of the ſame nature, which for 
brevitie we paſle over, referring the ſcrupulous, if any canbe 
in a matter ſocevidenr, to the forelaid cited Author to be ful- 
ly ſatisfied, and ſhall further view the ſuperſtruure of your 
diſcourſe npon the foundation your ſclfe have laid : Admit 
Supremacie derived from the people, hence 2uod facii tale 
eſt magis zale, The people more noble than the King, becauſe be is 
for them,not they for him ini7ituted, Salus populi Suprema Lex, 
and the Law of prerogative ts ſubſervient to this : the King, (11- 
eulis major univerſis minor ; the right of conqueſt cannot bee 
pleaded to acquit Princes of that which ts due to the people, as the au- 
thors and ends of all power; for meere force cannot alter the courſe 
of Nature, or fruſtrate the tenour of Law, and if it conld, there 
were more reaſon why the people might iuſtifie force to regaine dat 
Liberty, then the Kirg might ſubvert the ſame. Andthisis all l 
finde in your Obſervations reducible to maintaine the prin» 
cipall ſubje& of your obſervation : the reſidue being either 
matter of faR,admonitions or reprehenfions,I ſhall nor med- 
dle with, being Heterogeneous ro our preſent purpole, 29d 
facit tale &rc, Wine maketh a man drunk, therefore Wine it 
ſelfe is more drunke than man : the inference holdeth not 
you ſee in cauſes by accident. Sol & home generant bominem ; 
therefore the Sunne is more man then the man generated ; 
ehis I am aſſured you will confeſle to bee a very bad conſe- 
quence; lothenthe Maximeis not current in partiall cfhci- 

cats 
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ents; and the people are at moſt but partiall canſes , for you 
allovr God alſo ſharer of this Supremacie: but I will admit 
further unto you; Supremacic wholly derived from the peo- 
ple : the maxime is not truein all rorall cauſes : ,1dam was 
the author or cauſe ot finne ; God was the rotall Author or 
cauieof 44am, therefore God was more Author or Cauſe 
of finne : your Religion will nor allow this Logick ; the ax- 
zome therefore holdeth not in torall free agents, and though 
I 2dmir you the pcople to be whole caulc of this power, yet * 
I know you will ſay they are free Agents tuconferring of ir g 
and if you allow them that freedome, your Axiome you ſce 
i51ll applyed. To come yer nearer unto you, a Servant gt» 
veth the Maſter the title of Maſter : Relatives as chele are, 
are Cauſa ſibi invicem doth it tollow therefore that the ſer- 
vant is more Maſter, then he charis made maſter by him : the 
paſſage berweene Yalentinizn and his Souldiers recorded by 
$-7om, in his Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtory clearerh the point, Ys me 
ad imperandum vobis elrgeretts, in veſtra ſitum erat poteRtate 6 
milttes ; at poſt quam me elegiſtis, quod peritis in meo eft arbitrio, 
non vc troguobis rtanquam ſebaitts competit parere, mibi que fars- 
ends ſunt cogitare : That 7 was choſen your Emperour lay 
in your power, Souldiers, but after I am ſo choſen by you, 
what you demand of me,lyeth now in mine,not your power, 
it befits you as ſubjects to obey , and me to conſider what / 
am to doe, Your 2u0d facit tale in point of government hold- 
eth true in him or them, whoſe power continually depend- 
eth upon the will of him or them that gave it, not in them 
who have ic tr:ni2&ed by one A, bee it abſolure or with 
ceitaine limitation, that this power is tranſa&able is allowed 
by your ſelfe, and thatabſolurely, ſome thing is alreadie 
proved; the conduionall relation of it we fhall referre to be 
further examined, inthe ſecond member of the diviſion of 
immediate efficients, and here we will ſift the ſecond pro- 
pertic you annex tothe ſubject of your dilcourlc, this ſup- 
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poſed popular Supremacie , The People wore noble than thy 
King, becauſe be for them, not they for him & iriftituted : that 
univerſally taken, is apparently talſe : ſome Government is 
onely for the Governour, not the Governcd erectcd ; as that 
berweenthc Mafter and Servant ; whom the Maſtertaketh 
for his own, not his Servants profit; and though the Servant 
eainerh by the ſervice, yet his gain was neither the caule nor 
end of this dominion ; not of that gained by conqueſt, the 
end and cficientof ſome Government are both the Gover- 
nour and Governed ; as that between the Husband and the 
Wife, whoſe ſubjection till r:ferreth to her and her Hul- 
bands goods. Sothe Campant ſubjefed themielves to Rome 
for their own ſatetie, and the Romany Honour and greatneſle ; 
both you ſee proved the obje of this Government; the 
Conquerour 1s the efficient and end of his Government 
by his contract with the people to limit his power with cer- 
rain caution over them, maketh them thereby a parttall end 
of his Supremacie, it is falſe rhen thatall Kings are erected 
torthe pzoplc, and not the people for them ; bur that you 
may perceive the weakneſle of your inference, I ſhall admit 
unto you, that all Kings are for the people, and not the peo- 
ple for them; doth it tollow therefore, they are more noble 
than the King : tutorage is inſtituted for pupillage, nor pu- 
Pillage for it ; is the pupill therefore more noble than the 
rutour that hath power over him; the tutour upon mil- uſage 
of his power over the pupill I confefle is removed ; but by 
a poſitive Law made by thoſe above him; where thar poſitive 
Law is,& by whom made, appeareth not in any conſiderable 
Monarch of the world . ſome but few and inconfiderable 
Anriquirie make mention of Mezentiu in Yirgil ſeemed to 
be of 1uch conditionall powers. 
Ergo omnu furins ſurrex't Etraria juits, 
Regem ad ſupplicium preſenti morte repoſcant. 
This pretended Nobifftic we have quitted the people of 
by 
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by what is already ſaid. Next your Salw prpali, ſaprema lex, 
commeth ro be diſcuſſed : it you mean by People a Com. 
mon- wealth with all the parts of it, I allow you that Sa/a 
populi ſuprems lex, but if you underſtand by people the $ub- 
ject contra diſtinguiſhed fom the King, it you take people for 
the Members without the Head of a Socieric, your Sa/ws po- 
pul: is not Suprema lex : it yourake Members apart, the wor. 
thier Member challengeth the firſt reſpeR, and conlequently 
the King, who is the Head of the Common-wealth, claim- 
eth in reaſon the preheminence of the inferiorMembers Art 
imitateth Nature; andif the Reaſonof Nature giverhit ſo, 
Reaſon of policie being grounded upon that of Nature can- 
not deny this prerogative: and fo much concerning that 
adjun&t. Rex ſinzulis maior univerſes minor : you underſtand 
mator & minor in reſpe of Supremacie; and by enverſis, 
firguls (mul ſampts, all the SubjzRs, and the reprelentarion 
of them the Parliaments, for they you fay are cflencially the 
ſame, p:2.5. He can command all ſingly, but all roynily can 
command him, This of all your opinions carrieth moſt ab- 
ſurditie with it. The people you lay give a power over them 
tothe King, and yer rcſerve itto themſelves. Inthe Oath of 
Supremacie you confeſſe the King ſupreme next under God, 
but by this you introduce an interpoſition of the people ; 
the repreſentarive Bodie of the Kingdom the Parlzamenc 

which is the Kingdom it ſelfe, ſo you terme it, pag.5. do 
joyntly and univerſally in moſt acts prefacethe King, with

People are not the (ole 
end or Authours of this power, and it they were, the nature 
of the thing granted may be abſolutely transferred by them, 
without cxpreſle or tacir condition, as is fully proved alrca- 
dy : then it followeth, the right of Conqueſt may be plead- 
ed, ro 2cquit Princes of that which is due, you mean to ac- 
knowledge the people the end and Author of Government, 
to acknowledge them the Authours of it, with power to 
cancell the Authoritie given when they pleaſe, roacknow- 
ledge a ſupremzcie in the Prince derived fromthe People, 
and nevertheleſle ſtill ro reſide in the People : how then 
doth meer force alter the courſe of nature or fruſtrate the 
tenor of Law, the Law of Nature you intend, if a Prince 
gaineth a Principalitic from him upon whom.it was abſo- 
lutely conferred, ſuppoſe from People £ the Conquerours 
Title ſtandeth firme againſt all, bur the rightfull Owner z 
and the People it they havea Title or intereſt in this power, 
morethan ſeldome concludg them for ever : the examples 
we have already urged queſtionleſſe force any impartiall 
Judgement to believe it. The moſt confideravle Monar- 
chies, (and the greateſt Governments were Monarchies) the 
preſent or paſt age preſenteth to us were begun and ſerled by 
Conqueſts ; and that theſe Monarches deſcended to cove- 
nant with their Subjects to regulate their power by certain 
limitation deſired and approved by the People, hath more of 
the Princes bountie than obligation in it, being a free dona- 
tive beſtowed upon the people, and if the Covenant in part 
or in all is infringed or broken by the wing, what advantage 
the people hath by ir, paſleth my underſtanding to appre- 
hend , a Title of re-entry cannot be reſerved by them, from 
whom no eſtate paſſed z and if it did, this relervarion oo 
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be expreſſed or implied , we have no exprefſion of it 

by you, and we are aſſured you cannot produce any populz 
Charter with this expreſle reſervation; and if rhis is impli. 
ed, this impliedneſle you muſt diſcover unto us either 
reaſon or authoritie : this Supremacie is of that indifferen- 
cie, that may be transterred conditionally or abſolutely: 
and I demand of you whether a tacit condition is ever an. 
nexed naturally, ( I mean by the Law of Nature to take of 
the Conſtitutions of municipall Lawes therein) to a buſ- 
nefſe conveyable with ſuch indifferencie ; to affirme it de- 
troyeth the nature of all abſolute grants. The Jewes claim. 
ed chcmſelves free from all Pagan Jurildition, and Ceſw 
was their King by that right the {word did give him, if that 
right was not warrantable, the edits grounded uponthat 
righr, might iuſtly be diſobeyed by the Jewes : Chriſt 
preached obedicnce tothem, tor he paid the generall taxati- 
on impoſed by Ceſar upon the Jewes and others in the Ro- 
man dition, exhorted thoſe ro the ſame aQuall obedience, 
who came with an intent to entrap him , where then is your 
frequent CiſtinRion £ All lawfull Powers come from God, 
and areto be obeyed ; unlawfull are not of God, and there- 
fore notto be obeyed ; this power is unlawfull I am aſſured 
you arc ready to averre in moſt reſpeQs, in reſpeR ot title, 
and in re{pe& of the thing enioyned, for a free Nationto 
pay atribute, ro part with cheir goods to a Pagan, to a ſtran- 
ger in I{rac]; yerthough the thing commanded, though the 
title is by your own confeſſion unlawfull, it is enioyned not 
onely notto be reſiſted, but unfainedly obeyed by the ſu» 
preme Law-giver, and the laſt Expoſitour of ir our bleſſed 
Saviour. The Chriſtians of the firſt age ſealed this obedi- 
ence with their deareſt bloud, here then falleth your exam- 
ple of the Generaliſsime, pag.g. to be conſidered, his ſouldi- 
ers are excmpted from his ſubicRion, if he turneth the Can- 
aons upon his own people; 1 grant it, his Commiſſion _ 
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rived from the Xing, who giveth him power over his Soul- 
dicrs, to deſtroy or puniſh them onely, and as often as they 
dotranſgreſſe politive edits; bug they are not his Souldiers 
or his Subiccts in ſo large a manner as they aretotheir King, 
and if they were, the one is entituled ro them by God, ar 
leaſt partially, the other wholly by man. Sir Edward Cooke 
a ſtrong Champion forthe Engliſh Libertic in his Inſticutt- 
ons,/.1. fe! 1. ſayth,that the King holdeth the Lands hehath 
25 King immediately from God, becaulc he hath, faith he,no 
ſuperiour but the Almightie, Brafon is of the ſame language, 
Omnts quidem ſub eo ipſe ſub nullo nift tantum deo : Omni not 
þn;ul1, to take off your ſingsls mator univerſis miner: and tare 
149 [ub 460, ipoken negarively, ro exclude this eclipſe, this 
interpoſition of the people. Bur of this ſufficiently already 1s 
ſpoken. It cannot be obrected to the Martyrs of the firſt age, 
that they could not reſiſt the torture they wereatthe leaſt 
ſeemingly willing to undergo. Tert@{an in his Apologie tel- 
lth the Emperour, the Chriſtians were more innumber,and 
ſtronger, and able to defend themſelves: his Scholar Cypr#- 
a1 is of the ſame Language, 2»emvu nimins & copioſu noſter 
Populus, non ramen adverſus violentiam ſe ulciſcitur. Lactantius 
confirmeth him, 4ib.5. and cA»gsſt. in many places of his 
De Civitate Dei. Of all other the paſſage between the Thebe= 
an Legion is moſt conſiderable, and the Emperour Aaximi- 
«nthey conſiſted of 6666 Souldiers, the Emperour ſent un- 
tothem upon pain of death ro cammit formall ido/atrie g 
they refuſed roobey his ceinmand, they were able enough 
to refiſt him and his power, they knew and confeſſed it, they 
laid their heads to the blocke,and lifted no hand againſt him: 
his command was injuſt, was impious; by natures difates 
they were to conſerve themſelves; yet they relinquiſhed na- 
ture, yielded to die. Let us compare Herhamss aFionto this 
primitive paſſage, the King would have centred the gates of 
Hull, a Town withia his —_— Hocham bcing non, 
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the Kings alleageance ſhut the gates againſt him, reſiſting li 
entrance with armed men ; Hotzam conceived his entrance 
would put his life in jeopardie, and the Kingdomes ſaferie 
endangered ; he conceived it probably not inevitably tg 

follow rhercupon ; ſuppoſe the ruine of both had inevitably 

enſucd, yer it 1s not fo farre preſt. The Thebeanexample 

doth not warrant the reſiſtance, they obeyed tothe loſle of 

life * this defire rocnter the Town came from the Cavaliers 

and ili Councellours, not from tne King himſelle. Ceſar; 

taxation was by his miniſters aſſeſſed, colleQed, and proba. 
bly invented, Maximians lervants brought the command 
tothe Thebean Legion to commit idolarrie, they brought the 
puniſhment and executed ir, and it was very probable they 
were the authours of both: yer no reſiſtance made againſtthe 
Emperours cominand, though delivered by his miniſters; 
yet our King in perſon, and viva were demanded entrance, 
and was refilted ; and reſiſtance of the Kings authoritie isto 
reliſt the King, as was declared by this preſent Parliament, 
upon the Earle of Srrafford; triall ; you wilt objec, the Em- 
perour had a more ab{olute Dominion, than our Xing hath, 
over his Subjects perſons and eſtates ; I conteile it, the Em- 
perours power was in moſt things illimited, the Kings li- 
mited by our municipall Lawes, obliged by aſolemne Oath 
rokeepthem ; and if he commanderh any thing oppoſiteto 
theſe Lawes, we are not bound to obey this command ; bur 
we are not warranted by this Law to refift the King with 
force of Armes, if other Chriyans made a conſcience aQu. 
ally ro reliſt their Kings command even in things contrary to 
the Law of Nature andthe divine Law, and thoſe that con-

cour, unleſle a ſupernatural afliſtant ſpirit of infallibilitie is

than ordinary Courts from erring I allow you, bur not ab. 
folutely free from it, as you averre, pag. 8. The praiſes you 

ive to Parliaments ſwell up moſt of your Obſervations: 
and muchare [| conteſſe deſervedly attributed. For mine own 
part, as I was borne under the Engliſh Government, {6 I con- 
ceive it without affeRation the exquiſiteſt I know of : andin 
theſe the Parliament ſhineth above other Conſtitutions, «t 
tnter tienes Luna minores. Let a Parliament run within its own 
channell, if it breake the bankes it overwhelmes, it deſtroy. 
eth publique Libertie, andlooſerh its being, and the end for 
which it was inſtituted. I love the fundamentall Libertie of 
this Kingdom, as well as the Obſervatour doth, but without 
dotage, as the Oblervator profeſſerh to love monarchicall 
Government, p42.41., Parliaments have done wrong, wit- 
neſſeth the depoſall of Richard the Second, therefore it is 
good Logicke roſay they may do wrong. But you ſay, they 
were forced by Henry the Fourth his viRtorivus Armie, p.32.

I ſhall cheretore ſo examine 
hecaſe, that conicience may be ſetled, when to take the liberty 
which God hath allowed, and how to know when God hath

and From teare of pub!ic ke juiltice, Secondly, trom an inward ter- 
rand trembling, cauſed alfo by gnilt, and laid upon men as a 
puniſhment, as it was infthe caſe of Cain, Thirdly, from weake- 
dh, ircclolution, and mnbdiefe, which prevailed upon the Diſ- 
ae whot rfooke Veſiur and fed. Fourthly, from meere humanc 
pucnceand tyurecalt, in which the Prophet Jonab oftended.

| finde the Antients divided, according to the different ſenſe 
they entertained of the Scriptures,whether lawfullto tiye and leave 
or change ones (tation, and it lawtul!, whether permitted oneh, 
and to laryfull onely and no more,or a duty commanded, and ſons 
neſlary alio as a binding Jaw. | 

Firſt, Tertulian, in a tratt that he wrote profeſſedly of this 
argument, altogether denies it to be lawtull to tlye, or leemes to 
deny i$- 

He contends, that when our Lord bid his Diſciples wher thy 
were perſecuted in one City to fiye into another, He onely gave them a 
{peciall allowance (or diſpenſation rather) then for a particular 
rcaſon,that the progrelſe ot the Goſpel] might not be hindered,but 
preached and ſpread abroad in all Cities. Butthat now the Gob 
pell is already propagated, wee are to ſtand unto the profefſion 
ot the taith received, and to keepe our (tation. And that becauſe 

[thingcomes to paſſe without Gods order, and we are all in 
God: hand , ic were unbeleefe, treackery, cowardiſe, rebellion + 
rom God to goe out of our place; and that we mult dye in our 
itanding, and (it God will have it ſo) periſh in the ruines of our 
Country. 

To this purpoſe he wrote; yet | expreſſe ny ſelfe thus favor 
rably of him, that he altogether denies flight to be lawfull, or 
ſeemes 29 deny it ; becauſe though molt conceive that to be his very 
opinion, and the Antients condemned him for it, and Ferome-in 
particular cenſures him, that when he wrote that booke hee had 
torſaken the ſound faith, and was gone over to the part of Mont 
mw the Hcretique, and therefore wrote that booke in hatred, and 
diſgrace of the Chriſtians whoſe uſual] praftiſe many of them was 
to dccline the fury of the times where they might conveniently, 
though otherwiſe ambitious enough of martrdome : vet T am not

wholly convinced to the contrary, but that perhaps writing to 
F bis who was a presbyter and a paſtor of a Church, he mighe uſe 
that ſevere and rigid language to keepe and hold him upon his 
charge, in that dangerousand uncomfortable condition of things. 
But if it were truely his opinion,l conſent to the judgement of Je 
rme and Auzuſtine againit him, and to the anſwers they direfed 
to his arguments : That 'tis true, all things are ordered by God, 
and all are in his hand , yet David knew all this, but he tiled not- 
withitanding from the violence of Sax!. And that God cals ſome 
togive teltimony to the truth by death, others hee reſerves, and 
whom he ſaves trom the rage of cruell ones he faves by meanes. If 
he (hut up any man, it is his will and order hee ſhould ſtand the 
triall couragiouſly ; bur it hee ofter an opportunitie and open the 
dore of elcape, it is his will and ordering toeſcape. And to this 
very effe&,Origen had formerly refolved; © That a man mult main- 
© taine Chriits cauſe by death when he is taken, but before hee 
« betaken, he may eſcape it honourably he can do it. And this 
was it tor which Nazienzen commended Ceſariws that excellent 
Chrittian ; © T hat hee honorably yeelded to the times, and nei- 
«ther berrayedthe truth nor provoked danger. 

| ſhall not need to infilt upon this, the Jawtulneſſe of declining 
danger ; It is a diate of nature, which grace alſo cheritheth, and 
God hath planted a naturall love of lite in every man, which teach- 
eth him to ſhun what may bee harmefull. T ertml/ian(for ought I 
know) ſtandsalone, againſt the lawtulneſſe , all the doubt among 
others is, whether it be a permiſſion onely or a precept. 

Secondly, Awgnſtine and ſome others that goe in the middle 
and moderate way ; doe ſay, that God would have no man pre» 
lume of his ſtrength,for let him that ſtands take heed leſt hee tall ; 
&therefore as wel knowing our infirmitie,he gives us the ſame and 
as large allowance and liberty as he granted to his Diſciples, whom 
be permitted to flee from one Citie to another. There are ſome al- 
ſo of late that have held it but a permifſion, and therefore fay, 
that when our Saviour had given the immediate figne of the ruine 
of Hieruſalem, and thereupon warned them to flie, when yee ſee the 
Abomination of deſolation, hn let them that are in Judea flee unto the 
mntzines : He meant not to injoyne it as duety, but onely would

So the taithtull were ſcattered upon the perſecution 
of Sterer, Act,S.1, and the Apoſtle in that Catalogue of eminent men 
in the faith, Heb.11. reckons up many that in hard times forſooke 
their habitations, and expoſed themſelves to wants and extreame 
povertie, T hey wardred about in Sheepes-rkins and Goat-1kins, being 
deſtitute, 1Fifted, tormented, ter.37. andumto ſclitary wandrings in 
voluntary exile ; T hey wandred in deſarts, and in mmntaines, and it 
dent and caves of the earth,uerſ.3$. and all this to avoyd the fury of 
the times, as appeares, ver/, 36.37. Others had tryall of craell mocking 
and ſconrgings, of bonds and impriſonment, they were ſtoned, they were 
ſawen aſunderythey were ſlaine with the Sword. Thele evils overtaking 
others, the men whom the Apoſile commends, provided to {cape 
them by their wandring away into Deſerts. Jt were ealic to bee 
large in inſtances in the ten primitive perſewctions, And of later times, 
we have freſher examples of our owne in Bueer.e Aarier time, that 
fled into other parts, and fince of ſuch as from thoſe partsof 
France, the Netherlands, the Palatinate, have fled to us. It were to

Hence, when Jotham the youngeſt 
ſonne of Gideon, who had hardly eſcaped the conſpiracie of Abi» 
melech, and underitood the outrages of the new court and govern» 
ment, thought it his dutie to make proteſtation againſt thoſe cour- 
ſes and ro undeceive the people ſo farre as he might, when he had 
publiſhed his thoughts, he ran away, and tied to Beer, Fudg.g,21. 
for what advantage would it have beene to the cauſe, if he had un» 
adviſedly verified his owne parable, and had been catched and torne 
by that Bramble? 

Fourthly,{o that a man be ready to appeare when the houre of 
ſtanding requires, he may reſerve himſelfe till that houre of a&- 
on come, T hus Aoſes went aide, Exud. 2.15. till buſineſſes were 
ripened. And Rztiliws.in the eccletiafticall Rory, often fled, bur af- 
terwards became a Martyr;which was alſo the famous caſe of Saint 
Cyprian, 

5. Laitly, i# a man be ingly hunted after for his tate and li- 
bertie, and no way be]cic him to keep himfelfe from injurious 
dealing,he may accoi!modate himſelfe elſewhere. For this reaſon 

acob conveyed himfelte, and family, and eftate, from under the 

ard and evill eye of Laban, Gen.31.21. And itſeemes by the ſto- 
ry, Judg.11.2.3, that Jepbibab. was thus necefſirated to ſerke an 
habitation

habitation in the Land Tob. But when (for'inftance) a Parlis- 


mentary State is ingaged for the reprefling of injuries, and mainte- 

nance of publick liberrics and mens eltates, this alters the caſe 
and calls in all private thoughts ot eſcape, to contribute them to 
the publick detence. 

More particulars might happily be obſerved of the Scripture, 
bur becauſe they doe not occurre to wy preſent meditations, this 
ſhall ſuffice for the firit Cantion. 

Firlt, As every one mult have regard to ſome circumſtances, ſo 
ifany one-havebeene more appearing, more forward, more en- 
couraging in his ſpeeches and advices,and be a man look't at,he 
js t0 be more cautious. This I ſuppoſe was that which was meant 
by that ſpeech of Nehemiah, Neb,6.11, Should ſuch a man as I flie 
Yet [ doubt not bur if the flood had broken in upon him violent- 
ly, ſo that the fury of the Waters could not have beene kept back, 
he would have runne to avoid drowning ; but it would have been 
in the Keere of the people. The Captaines place in a retreate is 
hindmoſt, Such as have gone before the people in a publicke un- 
dertaking, and have beene leading men, mult ſee the people ſafe 
before him, before he give his ground, 

Secondly, But now for application to the preſent condition 
of things: What may wee ſay of this preſent time ? 1s the doore now 
oper or not ? Tanſwer. Wee may not preſume to judge preciſely of 
the iſſue of things. But there aretwo things I have here to ſay, 

Firſt, Thatit is true, wee have many ſad omenz of the ruine of 
ournation, As our Lord Feſws afar cBecker warnings, and va- 
rious Calamities, foretold the deſtruftion of Zerw/alem, that they 
might know that deſolation was neere at hand, when they ſhould 
ſce the Abominatirn of Deſolation ſet wp, or as S. Lake expreſles it, 
goon wy with Armies: So hath God takenall the cour- 
&, and given all the warnings to us, which have beene ufuall 
before a Nation comcs to deſtruſtion. All the finnes which are 
noted by Divines or Political writers to be the generall, Internall 
cauſes of ruine, doe notorioully ſhew themſelves among us, Vz- 
ricty of enormous finnes, of the deepeſt ſtaine and ey rd oe 
cation ; The multitude of Sinners ; andthe impunity of firning. And 
then, what ne; have we had, nay what have wee not had? 
And ifrerall, beſides the dangerous ſpreaFÞover all oar 
body, the lined incutemmeben an abonnnable Army, 14o- 
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Letroms Enfgnet the Romiſb Banner, doth alſo portend the worſt of 
evills. 1f 1 ſhould alſo touch at thoſe Periods, which wiſe and prex 
Authors doe fo much diſcourſe of, and which they will have to be 
finiked in this age; I ſhould reckon up enough, to make us caft 
about at lea(tin caſe things ſhould come to extremity. I am miſta- 
Ln inthe ſtory, it the believers had not an eye to Pelli, even be- 
fore Titts came, and conveyed ſome things away. I obſerve this 
from that paſſage in E-clef: Hiſtory, of S. James his chayre, 
Secondly, But in the next place, IT am not willing to leave theſe 
{:d thoughts upon any, and doe therefore obſerve that there are 
twa maine conhiderations, wherein the condition of owr nation 
1 ters trom that of Feruſulem at that time. Firlt, one Is, that th 
had an immediate warning of ruineby a dire& tgne which they 
n1ighe clearely take notice of. But ſo havenot wee. Secondly, the 
»aher is, T hat there was an inevitable and irrevocable ſentence up- 
Jn Teruſa/em; but for our nation we are to thinke, according to 
what the Scripture ſpeaakes, © T hat at what inſtant God ſpeakes 
© of a Kivgdome topluck up and deſtroy, if that nation againſt 
« whom God hath pronounced,turne from their evill, he will re 
&« vent of the evill that he thought to doe unto them. Theſe are 
thethings that maintaine in us ſome hope, belidesthe ſpirit of cou- 
rage and the feare of the Lord, which hath beene given and con- 
tinued of late to many, who have ventured themſelves upon the 
great cauſe now in hand, and are conſtant to it, 

But what then may be the Reſolution? I anſwere, P. Marty 
when he had eſcaped from Lxcain Italy, wrote back againe to his 
Auditors there, and in particular to a friend, about the Cſe of 
flying ; wherein he ſeemes not to me to be determining, (for the 
circumltances of every mans condition doe fo differ that it is very 
difficult to make a ſetled rule) but adviſeth to pray unto God for 
dire&ion, and after prayer, as they find their tht enclined, fo 
to fhe or ſtay, This Counſel I doeapprove, to ſeeke Connſell from 
God, bur to take thenext inclination of heart,to be the preſent an- 
{wer,T bcleeve may beunſafe. The direRion is too large, too un- 


.. certaine. Beſides that many cannot, haply, diſcerne clearely,many 


may deceive themſelves about the inclination of heart, which wee 
finde ordinarily © be (trongly biaſed by private reſpeRs and inter- 
fer Wee Walt looke further thenour proper inclinations, yea 
urther they our proper convenience and advantages, to obſerve 
how 


+ people, It remaines to beexami 
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how things are round aboutus, and whether there be any thin 8 
inthe publicke, wherein we are concerned, and that will coun- 
termand our proper inclination, and prevaile above our proper 
convenience. And if I may exprelſe my conceit, Things ſtand 
now in ſuch poſture, that God requires our deep engagement, and 
that wee' ſhould baniſh all thoughts of declining. In this great 
hazard that liberty, lawes, and religion run, to leave our ground, 
wereto leave Popery Maſter of the Field. Wee may not now ſuffer 
the thoughts of ſafety elſewhere, to womanize our ſpirits : but 
together with our carneſt and humble prayers for our King, that 
he may at length embrace the Counſells oft our great Eſtate ; wee 
are in caſe of to ſad a neceſſity, to reſolve to lay out all our ſtrength 
towards the great buſinefſe, and rather bzrne our ſhips, as ome 
ſtories mention of ſome reſolute Suldiers,to keep off all thoughts 
of returne in the cowardly and faint-hearted ; that is, forget all 
conveniences and opportunities of being elſewhere in a whole 
SKinne, 


Secondly, Having thus farre Oe of the liberty of other 
whether Minitters the Paſtors 

of Congregations be at the ſame liberty. I tinde the Artientr and 
others moredifficult concerning them,urging that place of Chriſt, 
76b.10.12,13, © Hee that isan hireling, ſeeth the Woolfe com> 
© ming,and leaveth the ſheepe and fleeth. The hireling fleeth be- 
© cauſe he is an hireling, and careth nor for the ſheepe. And it is 
not without reaſon that they are ſtraight towards them; for Mi- 
niſters are to have care not ſo much of their owne Bodies as of the 
Soules of others. Their mouth is the dag on which they hang and 
feed; and many build on their example. Who ſhall looke to the 
flocke, it the Shepheard be gone ? Who (hall governe the Ship in a 
!torme, if the Pilor be not at the Sterne ? Who ſhall prevent the 
theife, it there be no watchmen ? The people doe arall times need 
their Paltors, but moſt of all when the dangers are greateſt, There 
isule ofa Pylot inthe calme, much more when the weather is 
ſtormie. What will the Shepheard of the peoples ſoules anſwer 
to the great Shepheard }- Theſe conſiderations wrought effeftual- 
ly and ſtrongly upon many of the old Paſtors of the Church, ma- 
ny of whom ſealed up their profeſſion with their blood; and 
pieached their do&rines over againe in Martyrdome. Peter was 
B 3 willing-

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willingly crucified with his feete upward. Zemes and Paw dyal © 


by thetword. Is nating derided all torments. Teanga Faſin, 
_—- rk Cranmer,, Latimer, Ridley, Hooper, F arrar, Brad- 


ford, Saunders , T aylor, Rogers, ot late, and many others, laid 


downetheir lives for the brethren in the Teitimony of Jeſw. And 


Exſ-b.hiſt.l. 6.0 contrarily it remaines as a blot upon the name of Novatwe in the 


Eccleliaiticall hiſtory, who being a Preshyter, in a time of perls 
cution left his locke, and diſclaimed his ofhce. 

All this is true, and true it is that ſuch cannot be too abundant- 
ly cautclous, yet ſome there are that have (tretched theſe argu- 
ments too farre, as it it were unlawtull io any cafe, tor a Minilte 
who is falined to any particular congregation to flye. And they 
have made an obſervation, how true I know not, neither have 
opportunity to examine or diſprove it; That in Queene Marir 
dayes among all thoſe Schollers and Divines that fled, there were 
none but fellower of Colledges, and Students in Divinity, fuch as 
had undertaken no paſtorall charge; but that all the Bp. and ſctled 
paſtors that were good, continued upon their charge, with reſolu- 
tion to welcome the aſſault when it ſhuuld come. W hich wherher 
it may be good I doubt; or if it may be,yet it will buy onely diſco- 
thatthat was the received reſolution then, which might haply be 
too rigid in ſome caſes:for though a Miniſter be ſpecially bound 
up,if _ flight, the glory of God,the Churchzthe cauſe of Rel 
g10n,the ſoules of the people,ſhal receive any prejudice: yet in-ſome 
cales they may flye, according to the warrantable examples of 
Eli the Prophet, of our Lord Feſws Chriſt who often with-drew 
himſelfe during the yeares of his publicke miniſtry ; and left a 
word of diretion, at lealt of allowance, tor thoſe whom he ſent 
to preach , Matth. 10, 23, The Diſciples, AR. 8. 1, and Saint 
Paw, AF.g. made uſe of this lawfulHiberty. 

There are five doores, (if not more) through which even the 
Miniſter of a Congregation may paſſe in his flight, without be 
ingftayed by any fack queſion rom God, as Was once put to 
Hagr by an Angel Whence cameſt thon ? and whither wilt thou gee? 

irit, when there is a Diſperſion of the whole flocke, there is no 
doubt but the ſhepheard may alſo eſcape. There ſeemes to have 
beeneſuch a generalldifperſion of the whole Chureh at Feruſalen 
upon that great perſ-cution that was raiſed after Steven was ſto- 
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Imd, whoſe congregations have beene wholly feattered, if nor 
maſſacred, And ſome places inthis Kingdome, have feltwell neare 
a like violence, 

Secondly,when the perſecution is particular,and the Conprega- 
tion not aimed at, or not ſo direftly concerned.It was the calc of 
El;s, and clearely of Saint Pam, "_ upon his converlion which 
much enraged his old companions, friends, and matters, fo that 
him they Sught, the Church at Damaſcws being ſafe, how elle 


could Anamis and the brethren ſtay there? Athanaſiws in his ſecond, 7" r" 


which is his large Apologie, makes it appeare by a full relation, that 
he lay under a private particularand extreame hatred, aud therc- 
fore might ſately and with a good conſcience kave his charge to 
eſcape the traps and ſnares of the Arrien Biſhops, his enemies, be- 
cauſe he was ſo thoroughly the truths friend. 

This particular danger will warrant an eſcape, when there is 
but a ſtrong preſumption of it, though no attuall attempt. When 
Chriſt knew that there was a conſultation among the Phariſces how 
todeſtroy him, he withdrew himſelfe. Ar another time when he 
perceived that the envy was encreaſed againit him, becauſe many 
came in to his Bapti/me, and ſo his name being growne up would 


and did endanger him, he lefr Fndea and departed into Galile, Joh-4.3- 


Nay when he (aw by their dealing with others what himſelfe muſt 


lookefor, when he heard that John was beheaded, he departed by Matth,1 4.12, 
hip into a deſart place. The reverend Mſen/us wrote after theſe **' 


copies. He was the Preacher at Ax{mrg in Germany, where his zeale 
againit Popery caufed him to be fo maliced, that hee was faine to 
be guarded ro his pulpit ordinarily. When the booke of the Inte- 
rim a mixture of Religions was ſent by the Empermur Charles the fifth 
and received by the Citie, Mwſer/ns who could notpreach in better 
times without danger, knew well enough there would then be no 
biding for him, aud therefore before further proſecution got 
away, 

l & rather inſtance in this cafe ſo warranted by examples,becauſc 
it will come home and cloſeto the caſe of many able and laborious 
miniſters, who from ſeverall parts of the Kingdome, have beene 
catticd by their juſt and grounded feares from their houſes and 
Congregations, whom many prophane ſcoffers who know how 
to decide bur not compaſſionate their miſery, brand for cowards 
and r4nawayes, and having forced them to flie, after rayle at them 


for 
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for flying. Irtchought fit to inſert this by theway, for the com> 
fort and the clearing of thoſe upon whom their ſuffrings by the 
Cavalierie in one kind or other, hath put the name of plandred 
{ lmiſters. 

Under this head I adde, that a miniſter may flic from a ſudden 
popular attempt and tury, Thus Chi iſt did when thoſe of the 3 
nag-oe of Nazareth wou!d have throwne him downe headlong 
from the brow of an hill. In ſuch a danger one may run even out 
of the pulpit, ſo Chriſt at another time, when the people in ltead 
of giving attention fell to throw ſtones at him, he ilipt out of the 
pulpit. And it appeares by the ſtory, that Pl and Barnabas were 
in the atuall exercile of their miniitry, when they fled from Iconis 
umto Lyſira. It waseven out of the Synagogue, 

Andlaſtly let me note this allo that ſuch a particular perſecuti- 
on and danger, will authorife and warrant even an uncomely 
e[cape, and plcad tor ſuch aCtions as otherwiſe and at other 
times would be unhandiome and unworthy of the dignitie of 6 
weightic a calling. Saint Pax; getting over the ruwne wall, yea his 
B «kt will bejuſtified by this, Aduſerdus (of whomT ſpake before) 
when beflipt from Auſpurg, left his wite and eight children for 
a while without any notice whither he was gone. But moſtnota» 
ble is that paſſage of the learned Divine, Jobn Brentius, He was in 
great danger becauſe of the Interim. The Empercxr was ſo exaſpe- 
rated that he commanded hee ſhould be brought to him alive or 
dead. The Commiſſary comes to Hale in Saxonie, where Brentims 
preacht, calls the Scnate and tooke an oath of them not to diſco« 
ver his deligne. But it happened by the good providence of God, 
that one A/4erman came in,after the oath was taken, undiſcerned , 
and hcaring the plot, had onely time to convey away a ſhort note 
with theſe words; Fuze, fuge Brentizcizo,citineycitifſume, Flee, flee Brens 
#1 in oofabefh pojt-baſt. Brentins tooke the Warning, diſguiſed 
himſtlfc like a Captaine,with Buffe, and a patch upon oneeyec: and 
in that habit ſecured himſelfe. And is excuſed by the grave writer 
of his ſtory. which I alſo alleadge in defence of thoſe Scarlet cloaky, 
Buffe-coates, gray rockets, perukes ot hayre, and colowred monter,s, which 
have of late hid many grave and ſober Miniſters from the eyes of 
their adverſaries. 

] proceed to the third particular, no Miniſter is bound up, 
when it is not for the good of the Church that he ſhould iſtay, bur 
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haply mach berter tor it that he eſcape. Suppolc that all the darts 
are aimed zt one breait, and an ofter be made, pive up ſich an 
head and !! the reft ſhall be quiet, or it be knowne that if one be 
removed. all the reit ſhall be fecured; In this cate, Dzvines have 
held, chat greater (ecvice may be done by abtence and flight, then 
by itav. ( Fr7 i protefſ-ch he went al de, tor the benefit of the 
Church at Carib ive, And Peter Martyr latishes his trtnds in 1:21 
by this, alter hc had lett Lax en and his dignity there, Hee writes 
back ty them ; © That he could not have ttayed with them, bur 
& he had becne ilenced and ill ufed, and that no way to their good, 
& buc he ſhould have made them more obnoxious, and looked up- 
& 0n with a narrower and more curious eye by their adverſaries. 
& And leit they thou'd objet; Pur why did you not itay till it 
© came tocxtremicy? Hetells them, That he found it was the 
* opportnnicy that God direted them unto. T hat he was aſetul] 
«© where he now was,but with them he could not be fv. He could 
* nut have enj yed liberty co doethere what he would.about their 
& reformation , but in ttriving to ſhew them truth. he thould have 
> wronged them ot their peace, Burnow they might have peace, 
* and his he!pe too, that is,by his letters and ſecret direftions to 
*them. And tinally he promiſed to returne to them againe;it evei 
* the doorc tho d be opened, and it were likely he might itay a- 
* mong them without hazarding of them. T hus that reverend and 
godly man, latishel himfelte and them. And by this another c- 
min:nt perſon fatisf:d the world. The perion that I meane, was 
that rare man, Fob»: Camer», the learned, powerfull and tamous 
Pr acher of the Proteſtant Church at Brrdeanx in Frazcy. T here 
was an 11! ſpirited rotten man, one Santangelws a Lanyer that 
dwelt there, who would be taken for a Proteitant, but was cloſe- 
ya Ppiſt,or worle,an Atheiſt, he cunningly brought it abour, 
that the good man was forced to leave his charge, and then San- 
tmgels boalted that he was a Mercinary and fled when he ſaw the 
Woolte come. Camero was faine to publiſh an Apologie to the 
world , tocleare himſelte of that itaine, and to ſhew how muc 


ttyingly and ſo to purpoſe, that all men rooke notice of the bafe 
trauds of that d (fſembling Lawycr,and were convinced that ont of 
conſcience he did that good ſerviceto his City, by getting away 
t©draw alide after hitn the hatred conceived and intended agatnit

ſword he had got it , and by the ſword he would keepe it, And 
now you may be pleafed ro know, that after the defeat of Wat 
ler neare the Devi/es, many of the Officers of bis broken Army 
got thicher alſo, as a place capable enough to receive ther 
numbers, and ſtrong enough as they conceived to ſecure their 
perlons. In confidence whereof they and the reit ( whom 
they tound there) committed many horrible out- rages on the 
neighbouring SubjeRs , without diftinRion either of perſons, 
or affeRions z eſpecially on thoſe of their owne party , who 
having eſcaped pretty well before, had now moſt to looſe. But 
hearing that His V'ajeſties Forces had raken By:fol, and that 
they were not like to finde ſuch ſafety there , as before they 
drezme4d of ; they torſooke the place before the coming of an 
enemy (as was this day certified :) the bragging Rebel not da- 
ring to make good his words, of holding by the ſword what the 
ſword het gained him. 
The Reader is to be remembred alſo, that a Committee Was 
appointed by the prevailing fation in both Houtes of Parlia» 
ment to goe to Scorlard,to ſollicite their Brethres there to aid 
them in this Kebelion againlt His Majeſtic ; and that of the 
two Lords which were appointed by the Upper Houſe , ( that 
which goes for the Upper Houſe ) the one was excuſed becaulc 
of ſickneſſe,and the other imprifoned for retuling. But the far 
on in the Lower Houſe (as much the Houſe of Commons as the 
orherthe Houſe: of Lords) being impatient of delay, ſent away 
their Members on Wedneſday lalt ( pretuming doubrlefle that 
their Houſe conrained virtually all the three Eftates) to dif 
patch this bufinefſe 3 who tooke along with them as the Dele+ 
gates from the New- England Aſlembly, which is now on foot, 
ewo godly Miniſters, that is to ſay, Stephen Marſball (ore of 
the great IncenJjaries of this Nation) and one Malter Nye, the 
better to indeare the cauſe to Fathgr Henderſon , who is __ 
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ned again to his former faRicnſneſle, A charge that might have 
well beene ſpared, if the Houſes had either hearkned to good 
counſels at home, or met with good intelligence from abroad: 
it being cerrified this day from Pars, that the Earle of Lorkien 
(one whom His Majeltie preferred to great honours and eſtate, 
from a private Gentleman) negotiating in the French Court 
the affaires of the ſedirious and ill affeRted party in the Realme 
of Scor/and, was told in plaine termes by the Queene Regent 
there, that if the Scots did ftirre againſt her Brother the King of 
England , ſhe would publikely and ſpeedily declare her ſelfe for 
him , aſwell againſt the Engliſh Parliament , as the Kingdome 
of Scotland. And how it doth concerne the Scots to hold faire 
with Fraxce, themſelves know full well. 


MeNDaY, Jub 31, 


It was advertiſed this day that Sir Wiliam Waler was recei- 
ved into London on Tueſday night laſt with great pompe and 
triumph , the Ordnance diſcharging from the workes as hee 
made his entrance ; and multirudes of faQtious and fooliſh peo» 
ple going ferth to meet him, and following him unto his 
bouſe , from whence he was conveyed to their Loed Mators to 
ſupper, and moſt bravely feaſted : and that the next day being 
the day of the monethly Faſt, bills were ſent to the Miniſters of 
molt Churches in London , commanding them to uſe a ſolemne 
Thankef- giving for his ſafe returne, So-thanketull are theſe 
= hypocrites both to God and man for being moſt miſera» 

ly beaten in all places where they have to doe; a courſe ir 
ſeemes which they reſolve to dic in. 

It was alſo ſignified this day, that it was Voted upon Tueſ- 
day in the Lower Howſe, that the Earle of Eſſex bis Army (for 
they meane to waſte no more of theur money on ſuch unprofi- 
table ſervants) Chould have tree Billet in all places where they 
were to Quarter ; which is a great preſervative (if you marke 
it) of the SubjeRs propertie. As alſo that kavingdiſarmed the 
well-affeQed Gentrie in S#rrey, the better to inable themto 
defend their Liberties ; and yet an Ordinance was paſſed both 
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Houſes upon Tueſday laſt for rayſing Forces in that Conntie 
to aid the Parliament, And it was further certified, that his 
Excellencie 1s in ſuch condition, that he Kknoweth not either 
what to doe with his Forces, or where to diſpoſe of himlelfe; 
not daring to goe towards London, though many baites and in- 
vitations have beere uſed to draw him thither, for feare of ke. 
ing exautorated an! put out of olhce by the head-ſtrong mul- 
titude ; nor to repaire to Windſer, as he firlt intended, for teare 
of being too much under the command of Yeny's great Ord- 
nance ; nor to draw back againe towards Oxon, he found ſo 
harſh a welcome from the Kings Forces when he looked laſt 
that way : So that as yet he keeps at Vxbridge, and folaceth 
himfelfe in thinkiug he hath nothing to doe, becauſe he hath 
neither power nor will ro «ftcR any thing. 

Bur others of the inſtruments whom they imploy in this Re- 
bellion are not ſo good-natured, the Sbips which they imploy 
at Sea under pretence of giving atdto the diſtreſſed Proteftants 
in Ireland, doing all the ll Othices they can to make them more 
and more diſtreſſed. For belides that wee have heard before 
how thoſe Ships hinder all ſupplies from coming to them, wee 
do now heare, that they do uſcall poilible diligence to hinder 
that we be not made acquainted with their wantsand miſeries: 
it being certified this day from Cheſter, that part of this Pirati- 
call Fleer rooke one of the two Poſt Barkes which were (cnt 
from Dablyn into Eng/and to give intelligence of the condi» 
tion of His Majeſties good Subzets there, carried them into 
Zeverpoole, rifled all the Letters, and ſuppreſſing what they 
thought would nor ſerve their turnes, ſent away the reſt to the 
great furtherance no queltion of the Proteſtant cauſe. 


Tut $sDaY, Avguſt 1. 


This day berimes His Majelty accompanied with Prince 
{ harles and the Duke of Yorks, and attended by many of His 
Lords and principall Officers (the Gentlemen of His Majeſtics 
Troope having ſet forth the day before) began His journey 


wwards Briſtol to ſettle the affaires thereof, to take order = 
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the ſetting out of Ships for command of the Seas, and forthe 
further proſecuting of the ſervice there. The Lard Marqueſſe 
of Hertford, Generall of the Welt, came to Court on Sunday, 
which was conceive to draw on His Majeltics journey, The 
fruit and benefit whereof His Majeſties returne will make 
knowne unto us, if ir be not otherwiſe before imparted. 

It was advertifcd from Newarke, that His Majeſtics Forces 
having planted themſelves at the ſiege of Gainsbwrgh, were ſer 
upon by the united powers of Cromwell, Notingham, and Line 
colne ; the Gurriſons of theſe Townes being almoſt totally 
drawne out to make up this Army, which conſiſted of twenty 
toure Troopes of Horſe and Dragoons. Againſt this force, Co- 
lonell Cavendsſs having the command of thirty Troopes of 
Horſe and Dragoons, drawes out fixteene onely, and leavi 
ail che relt for a reſerve, advanced towards them, and banc 
himſelfe with this {mall Partie againſt all their Rrength. Which 
being obſerved by rhe Rebels, they got berwixt him and his 
reſerve, routed his {(ixteene Troops being foreſpent with aften 
watches, killed Licutenant Colonell CAMarkbam, molt valantly 
fighting in defence of his King and Countrey.: the moſt noble 
and gallant Colonell himfelfe, whiilt he omitted no part of a 
brave Commander, being cur moſt dangerouſly in the head was 
ſtrook off nis horſe, and to unfortunately ſhot with a brace of 
bullets after he was on the ground, whole life was-moſt preci- 
ous to all noble and valient gentlemen. Colonell Heron the 
high Sheriſſe of Linco/neſtire reſolving not to truſt himſelte yo 
the knowne malice of the Rebels, aflaied toſwim the Trenr, 
and was there drowned ; which hapned alſo unto ſome of the 
common Soldiers, and to many alſo of the Rebels, of which a 
Sergeant Major of the Derbyſhire Troopes was moſt canlide- 
rable. For thoſe brave Gentlemen did not ſell rheir lives at fo 
cheap a rate bur that he enemy paied deer for them,many being 
ſhine, ſome drowned, others putto flight, and the whole body 
of them brought into great diſorder. Which being perceived 
by the reſerve who were ſtill intire, they charged ſo gallantly 
upon them before they could reduce themſelves into any mili- 
tarie polture, that they gave them an abſolute defeate, killed a 
Nan 3 great 
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preat part of them, purſacd chem toure or five milesnt the lee 
towards Lincolne, doing execution onthem all the way ; and 
made themſelves maſters ot their Baggage, Armes, and Ammu- 
nition, Which the flying Rebels had neither liſt nor leiſure to 
carry with them. Which done, they betooke themſelves to 
the liege againe ; their Forces being much increaſed by the co 
ming of the Earle of Newcaſtie who (beſides his moſt noble 
zeale to the Kings cauſe ſo often and fo bravely manifeſted) 


will not eaſily torget the yet treſh bleeding wounds of a Ca 
vendiſh. 


Wi BNESDAY. efxg. 2, 


His Majeſty being reſolved for his Briſtol! journey, andbe- 
ing maſter of ſome ſhipping by the reducing of that Town, 
cauſcd a Proclamationto be drawn and ſigned the very day bes 
fore his going, commanding Mariners and Searmen to repaire it 
bu Majefties Fleete under the command of Sw John Pcnningtan 
at Briſtoll; which came our this day. In which his Majeſtic re» 
pcating the eff:& of his Proclamation bearing date the 7 of the 
laſt Moneth (the furame whereof you had in the 39 weeke) for 
bringing in His Majeſties ſhips, and other ſhips under the com» 
mand of the Earle of Warwick, into His Majeſtis Port of Fal- 
wouth, and putting them under the command of Sir /obn Pew 
wingron whom His Mijeſtic intended to imploy at ſea for this 
ſammers ſervice, declareth that he hath appoinced the faid Sir 
Tobn Pennington to repaire unto His Majeſtics City & Port of 
Briſtel and other Ports within His Majeſtics obedience, to fit 
and ſer fortha Fleet for His Majeſties fcrvice, and to command 
as Admiral over the 1a1d Fleet; and thendorh ſtraightly charge 
and command all Yice-Admiralls, Rere- Admiralls, Captaines 
and other Ofhicers of the ſai ſhips {cr forth without His Maje- 
ſtics conſent to repaire tothe ſaid Sir /obu Pennington, by him 
to be1mployed and diſpoſed of in HisMajeſties ſervicezvot on- 
ly promiſing his gracious pardon unto all ſuch perions as ſhall 
obey His Majeſties Commands hercin, but granting them the 


lamc imploy ments and allowances which now they hold in rr 
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{aid ſhips, with other clauſcs of advantage and encouragement 
containedin the aforeſaid Proclamation of the 7 of July, And 
onthe other (ide declaring, that for as many of the (aud Cap- 
raines and other Officers and Seamen, as having places in His 
Majeſties Navic, had craiterouſly ſerved againſt bum, and did 
not uſe the meanes aforeſaid for the recovery of his grace and 
favour, be would ſpeedily proceed agaiaſt them in a legall way, 
as againſt Trayrors and Rebells. 

This day came alſo out in print His CMajeftie: Declaration 
tall hu loving ſubjeft; after bis viftories over the Lord Faire- 
faxinthe North, aud Sir William Waller 5» the Weſt, and the 
taking of Briſtol by Hy Aajeſties forces, commanded to be 
liſhed inall the Churches and Chappells within the Kingdome 
of Englandand dominion of Wales. In which His Majeſty moſt 
graciouſly recalling to his Princely mind , the Proteftation 
which he made in the head of his ſmall army in September laſt, 
that if it ſhould pleaſe God to preſerve him from the Rebelrom 
raiſed againlt him, he would maintaine the juſt priviledges and 
freedom of Parliaments, and govern by the knowne lawes of 
the land, for whole detence that army was only raiſed,and find- 
ing by experience that aſwell the ſaid Proteſtation, as many of 
his meflages for peace and accommodation were icandalouſly 
given out by the prevailing faction in this Kingdome, to pro» 
ceed rather from weakneſle of power then the love of his peo- 
ple, doth now thinke fir after to many viRories and ſucceſſes 
which God had graciouſly vouchfafcd him torenew the afore- 
faid Proteſtation, And doth accordingly declare unto all the 
world inthe preſence of Almighty God thar be will aſe his ur- 
moſt endeavour to preſerve and advance the true Reformed 
Proteſtant Religion eſtabliſhed in the Church of England, in 
which he was bred, hath faithfully lived, and by the grace of 
God was re ſolved ro dic z it the preſervationot the hberty, and 
property of the SubjcR in thedue oblervarion of the knowne 
Lawes otthe Land, ſhall be as equally hiscare , as the mainte« 
nance of his owne rights;and that he will ſolemnely defend and 
obſerve the juſt privi/edges of Parliament, as aneſſentiall part of 
thoſg lawes : vnce more conjuring all his good SubjeRs by the 
Memory 
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memory of that excellent peace wherewith it pleaſed Gody 
reward their duty and loyalty unto him, by their oathes of atty. 
geance ahd ſupremacy, by whatſoever 1s deere tothem in this 
life, or hoped for inthe life to come, that they no longer ſuffer 
themiclves to be miſled, their King diſhonoured, and their 
Country waſted by thoſe $8rate- /mpoſters who have abuſed 
them all chis while under falſe pretences; with further over. 
tures of grace and pardon antoall ſuch as ſhall redeemetheir 
paſt crimes by their pre: nt loyalty, and ſervice either inappre. 
hending and oppoling ſuch as beare armes againſt him or aiding 
him with cheir utmoſt andbeſt endeavours toreſtore this Kings 
dome to its wonted and deſired peace. 

And on the other fide (that the world may fce the difference 
berwixt the government of a gracious King over hjs owne natu- 
rall Subjects, & that of 1yrants over their flaves & vaſlals) this 
day there came to towne in print,{pritited by authority of both 
houſes too) an Ordinance of the Lords and Common tor the ſpre- 
dy raiſing and levying of monies by the way of ExC15 +, wpon ſeve- 
rall commodities un the K ingdome of Englind and dominun of 
Wales: that is to ſay, upon Tobacco, Winc, Beere, Ale, Sider, 
Perry (whether theſe laſt fourc be bought or made at home) 
Raylins,Figs,Currans,Sugars,Spices, Wrought and Raw Silkes, 
Furres, Hats, Laces, Leather, Linnen of all (otxs, Thread,and 
Wier; and in a word whatever thing almoſt iscither neceſſary 
or convenient for the life of man. This ro continue for three 
yearcs, beginning from the 25 ofthe laſt Z»ly, and for ſo much 
longer as the two Houlſcs ſhall appoivt (and they we know aG& 
count themlelves a perpetuall and immortall body;) and tobe 
proſecuted with fuch curſed rigour , that it any man reiule to 
pay fuch an unjuſt taxc,he ſhall forfeit foure rtimcs the worch'of 
the goods for which he doth retuſe to pay the 1mpoſcd exciſe, 
and for the ſame ſhali be diltrained , by the officers thereunto 
appointed ; and on defauic of \uch diſtreſſe the perſon fo offers 
ding to be arreſted,and commi:ted to the next comman priſon, 
there to remaine till he hath paicd the utmoſt farthing; the rra- 
wed buds, volunteers, andall other Forces both in the City and 
Country, being hereby charged to compcll obedicnceto this 

Ordinance 
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Ordinance, if afty refiftance ſhould be made, And ſo farewell 
the Property and Liberty of the Engliſh SubjeR,lo much preten= 
ded by this faRion to befocle the people ; in caſe they doe not 
ſp-cdily unite themſelves to His facred Majeſty,and joyne with 
hin to free this Kingdome from that infupportable ſlavery, 
which they have drawne upon themlelves by their owne weak- 
neſſe or diſloyalty. Butthis tyranny will cr'c long be overpalte 


THURSDAY, Arguft.3. 


It was advertiſed this day that Gain/burgh was yeilded tothe 
Earlc of New Caftle; on wholc firſt c ming before the Towne 
with the reſt ot his Forces, the Lord Willoughby and other of 
th: Rebels init did defire a parley. Whichbeinggranted upon 
Saturday night laſt, Iuly ag. the Commiſſioners tor both parts 
did agree in the next morning early (that is to ſay abourtwo of 
the clocke) thar the towne ſhould be delivered by five of the 
clocke that morning to ſuch as bis Excedency the Earle of New» 
Caſtle ſhuuld appornt to receive it for His Majeſtyz the Lord 
Wiloughky andother Officers of the Rebels to gee away with 
ſuch Armes as they brought into the rowne; nocommoen ſoul- 
dier to goc forth with any Armes at all, nor with more baggage 
then he brought thither with him ; neither the Officers nor (ol. 
diersto rake with chem any colours of horſeor foote ; no Ordi® 
nance, nor any kinde of Ammunition to be carried out of the 
to:vne, ordeſtroyedinir, nor any part of the rowne or of the 
goods thereof tobe burnt or hurt. All priſoners belonging to 
the Army ofthe Erle of New Caftle,or which were there when 
the Lord Willowg bby firſt entred to be left behind; and finally 
no townelinen top our of the towne under pretence of being 
ſouldiers. According to which Articles (exceeding honoura« 
ble ro the Conquerour) the rowne was delivered up that mor» 
ting at the time appointed ; and the Lord Willenghdy with his 
rebellious followers pern.irtcd to goe in ſafety unto Lincolne: 
Whither 1 doubt nor bur the divine guſtice will er'c long purſue 
them, and bring thee to a reckoning for the bloud of thoſe gal 


lant Gentlemen, who loſt their lives inthis ation, 
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There had beene a report laſt weeke , that Colonell Norte 
(of whom you heard in the laſt ſave one) had threatned a viſit 
unto Baſing , the houſe and Baronie of the Lord Marqueſle of 
Wincheſter, as being a place in which he hoped to finde much 
ſpoyle, and little oppoſition, (for to fay truth, he is a very vali- 
ant Gentleman where he meetes with norefillance:) upon the 
noyſe whereof the Marquefle came unto the Court, and obtat« 
ned ſome companies of Foot out of Colonell Rawdens Regi» 
ment(commanded by Licutenant Colonell Peak )to defend t 
fame Bur before theſe Foot had reached to Baſing, the Colo» 
nell attended by Captain Saint-Barb with his Troop of Horſe, 
an41 Captaine Cole with 2 ragged rabble of Dragoons had be- 
girt the Houſe, and preffed the ſiege exceeding hotly : the 
newes of which being brought uato His Majeſty before His 
going unto Briſtol, He gave order preſently that Colonel Bard 
ſhould rake ſome Troops of Horle with him, and joyning with 
the Foot which were gone before, ſhould make what ſpeed he 
could to relieve the Marquefſe. But little needed ſo much halt, 
tor Lieutenant Colonell Peak had deared the Towne, and gai- 
ned the Caſtle afloone almoſt as he appeared g and thuugh two 
Regiments of Horſe and Dragoons under Harvey and Nortes 
came to the Parke pale and broke in, yet they were ſo bravely 
driven back by the Foot that they ran all quite away, Nortes 
and his aſſociates made towards Portſaonth (as was this day 
certified) plagaing and phundering all the Countric #s they pak 
ſed along z for feare ic ſhould be thoughtchat he had made (6 
long a journey, and layen out ſo long, to undoe no body. 

It was alſo certified this day, that Colonell Yew» intends to 
winter at his Caſtle of Fi»d/or, and that in evidence thereof 
(and to the great diſhonour and reproach of the Knights of 
that moft noble Order) he hath cauſed Saint Georges Hall there 
to be filled with Straw and Hay for the uſe of his Horſes, Yer 
to fay truth there was ſome'good decornns init, that having be- 
fore made the Church or Chappell of the Order to ſerves 2 
Stavle for his Horſes, to the high diſhonour and contempt of 
Almighty God ; he ſhould employ the Hall or Refeftorie of 
the Order, ava roome lubſervicnt to that Stable, deck 
K1DAT» 
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FarlDarY, Aug. 4. 


It was advertiſed this day, that His Majeſty before His ap- 
proach to Brsftel gave order that the Aſajor and his Brethren 
ſhould keepe their houles till they had anſwered for the murder 
of the rwo wartyred Citizens, of which the world conccives 
ſome of them to be deeply guilty ; His Majeſty was broughe 
into the Towne with great joy and triumph, the Acclamations 
of the multicude being fo lowd and generall, as if they never 
knew till now the happineſſe of being under the comman4 of a 
gracious Soveraigne ; and that the Bunkires in the night were 
ſogreat and many, that the Towne ſeemed to be on fire, and 
folke could hardly pafle the Streets for the throngs of people. 
And it was alſo certihed, that His Majeſty found His affaies in 
fuch a forwardncefle at His coming thither, that on themorrow 
being Thurſday, Sir John Pennington (whom His Majelty hath 
defigned Admiral for this Summers fervice) was ready to goe 
to Sca with eighteene fayle of tall ſtout Ships, well rigged and 
manned, and firted with all neceflaryes for preſent ation (one 
ofthe Whelps being newly come in,and ſubmitted co His Maje» 
ty the 1rue owner, wherein were 18 faire peeces of Ordnance) 
the Cirizens were ſo defirous to give His Majeſty all poſlible 
content herein, that they reſolved to trim and fit, as many ſer» 
viceable Ships as belonged unto them, till they had raiſed His 
Majeſty a Fleet of fifty fayle, and put Him once more in a way 
of being Lord and Soveraigne of the Narrow Seas. 

By which proviſions and Sir Fobn Penningtons being ready 
to put ro Sea it ſeemes, the Earle of Werwicke will come too 
latero keeperhem in the Rode, and hinder them from going 
out to Sca, as it was intended and defired, For to this end the 
Houſe of Commons had appoinred Maſter Greene, one of their 
Rebellious Agents for the Nowe ro write unto him ; which 
Letter being intercepted came this day to Oxon, The lubltance 
of which Letter ( for it containes many things worth our 
knowledge) is briefly this : That Briſtol was delivered wen 


Thurſday left, (the Letter you mult nore was dated Pulp 9) 
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that there ave divers Ships of that City, ſome of ftrength which 
ave like to be imployed againſt the Parliament (that 1s to ſay a+ 
painlt che prevailing fation in the rwo Houtes of Parliament) 
except hu Lordſhip did prevent it by the timely ſending of two or 
three Shipsof ſtrength to King-rode, where the Briltol Ships ride, 
40 ſecure them there ('at his Lordſhip wos by this time come ts 
Portſmouth, and had no reaf n to depart trom fo fafe an har» 
bour, on ſuch a dangerous neece ct {crvice) that all things in the 
Parliament goe but ſadly on, (a truth they never wou'd confeſſe 
if they conl1 deny it):h:ir Army b:ing growne ſo weak that there 
# ſcarce th» face of an intanterie, their 3000 men being reduced 
to 2500, and thoſe hardly ſerviceable ( flenucy weouragenent 
to make his Lordſhip venture for a blow at Sea, when he can 
ſeeno hope to be fafe at Land) that moneys ave ſo ſcarce with 
them, that they hold out with no [mall diffculrie, ( "tis time then 
for his Lordſhip to make (luft tor one, and get him gone with 
that which he hath already, ) zn finally, that he will uſe bu beſt 
care to provide moneys for the Mayriners ( who do ever want) 
which as it is an Arvu;nent that his Lordſhip pockets up the 
money, that it may ferve his turne in a tre of need ; ſo may it 
ſerve for an incourag: ment to the cheated Marriners, to pay 
themſelves and defcrve better of their Countrey, according to 
the courſe laid downe by His ſacred Majeſty in His Proclamas 
won of the laſt of Z#ly which you had betore.

It had beene rumoured about the middle of the weeke that 
Ship of the King of Danemarke which was bound for Newc- 
file, laden with Armes and Ammunition, had beene intercepted 
by a part of the Rebels Fleet, and brought u; the Thames : the 
certainty and particulars whereof were m2de knowne this day- 
The King of Danemarke had cauſed a Veſlcll of 300 Tunne to 
be lailen with Armes and Ammunition, and gave command to 
one of his truſty Captaines to goe therewich to Newcaſtle, and 
When he came there tv open his Commiſſion, where he ſhould 
inde his Majcltics plealure for the diſpofall of them, Bur this 


Ship 
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Ship being mer at Sea by Captaine Gatonsby , commander of 
Ship called t).e Proſperows 10 the Rebels Navie , notwithitands 
ing that che D414 Captaine ated and pleaced what he could 
i1 his owne behalte, was taKen and brought up to London, and 
there commanded by the Lower Hew/e to be unladen,and all the 
Armes and Amununition ( though evidently belonging to the 
King of Danemark-) to be ſeized and inventoried tor their uſe. 
W:1ch coming to the knowledge of the Dans Captaiue , be 
came into the Houſe,and with great animoſity and courage de- 
manded retticution of his Maſters goods ; threatning, that if 
they were not {pcedi'y delivered, and his King fatished both 
for the damage and d1ſhoncur which he had ſultained, all Z- 
glifs \\erchants Ships ſhould be ſtopped at the Sownd, (which 
15 the uſuall p«fage to the Baltick Seas.) And when hee had 
done ſpeaking he clapt on his hat, and rold them (being check= 
ed for fo high an inſolency ) that he was the ſervant of a King, 
and knew no cauſe why he ſhould ſland wncovered before [uch as 
they were , and in high language preſſed for reparation : info» 
much that our greene States not being uſed to ſuch affronts, 
were much diſcontented , and bid the Captaine get bim gone, 
they woull heare no more. This makes the Eaff-land Mer» 
chants uf the Citie cremble, as having many Ships and great 
ſtore of wealth on the Dans Seas. But the Houle being wiſe 
at hand , choſe rather to make uſe of the opportunity for their 
preſent need(for they are mightily diſtreſſed tor want of Armes 
and Ammunition) then keepe faire quarter with ſo potent and 
preat a King , who may (and will in probability } avenge hime 
fe at full for ſo fowle an 1njury. 

And yet this will not ſerve the turne, either to furniſh them 
ſuhciently, or keepe His M3jeſtic without Armes, (in caſe thoſe 
Armes and Ammunition were intended ro Him.) For beſides 
that infinite ſtore of Armes and Ammunition which He hath 
got from them of late,a{well in the detcat of Waller, as at Bath, 
UMalme:bury, Briſtol, Gainibrough, Dorcheſter, and other pla« 
ces. it is further certified, that a Ship is lately come to Scare 


bsr5h inthe North, in which are 2000 Mugkets, 1000 caſe of 
, : Og0o 3 Piſtols, 
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Piltols, 150 barrels of Powder, v:ith Bullets, Match, and other 
necefaries in the ſame proportion. 

This day alſo we had certaine intelligence,that the Rebels in 
E xeter (as a tokcn of cheir deſperate caſe) made a (ally our at 
the Ciry gate, on purpovſc only to per{wade the Kings forces 
that they meant to ſtand it out, thereby hoping to gaine berrer 
propoſitions; but they no ſooner ſtirred our but preſently ran 
11 againe, though not ſo ſoone but that H1s Majefties forces 
killed fixteenc of them and rooke above 5o priſoners which (it 
is probable) is the laſt attempc that ever they will offer ar. 

This day alſo wee were certified that that gailant Captaine 
Lawrence ( after many fieges and viRtorics over the Rebels) had 
relieved himſclfe in Corſe Caftie; for the Rebels hearing that 
the noble Earle of ({arnarvos (by His Majeſtics aypointment) 
was coming toreleive the Captaine,durſt not ſtay his Lordſhips 
coming, having heard too otten of his valour and juccefſe, and 
cherefore with more haſt then ſpeed fe!! fuddenly on the Caſtle, 
but were fo bravely received by the Capraine that he killed 60 
of them intheplace (th. ugh he had no canon, and not a 100 
muskets ) the 1c followed their Leaders and ran away. 

But though theſe Rebels ſtaid not the Earle of -Coarnors't 
comming, thoſe of Dorcheſter were engaged to tarry, whither 
when the Earle came ( reſolving to force the Garrifon in cate 
they denied to furrender) he preſently ſummoned the Towne, 
who thereupon ſent to his Lordſhip to defire him to ſpare the 
lives of the Soldiers, and inhabitants from plundering, with 
liberty for the Soldicrs to paſſe our of the Towne, leaving 
all their Armes, Ammunition, ana Canon to be diſpoſed of by 
his Lordſhip for His Majcſties uſe 5 which accordingly was 
condefcended unto, the Town being delivered up to His Lord* 
fhip, who nobly performed his promiſe, . which may teach 
all other Garriſons of the Rebels fairly ro ſubmit ro His Maje- 
tics Forces, left by forcing them to an afſaule they looſe both 
their hives, & fortunes, it not a betrer thing. But bere I mult rell 
you that thet great Obſerver Si: Walrer Earle, and Colonel 
Syread had before tooke ſhipping and are gone(ax'*ris credibly 
reported) into Fraxce, leaving ali their Garriſon to make their 
owac compoſition z Sir # «ler having now leaſtire to _ 
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his Obſervations with ſome new diicoveries,the delivery up of 
Dorcheſter to His Maj: (ty being by this time (ip Sir Walters 
jadgement) a moſt hor1ible ploe, 

And by the ſame Meſſenger and Letters it was alſo certified, 
that Weymouth and Poole were then in Treaty, and are fully 
this time) m His Majeſtics poſſeſſion. For you malt know 
the City of Briffol, when the Kings Forces fate downe before 
ir, had fo great and [trong a Garriſon, and was each way fo ſe» 
cured with Ordnance and ſuch fortifications as were almoſt in- 
vincible (all which in ſpight of art and danger, His Majeſties 
Forces became maſters of) that they are reſolved no Works or 
Garrifons whatſoever ſha!l hinder their intentions to reſtore 
the King of Exgland to His lawfull rights, in which juſt cauſe 
God Alinighty hath hitherto fo bleſſed them. 

By Letters from Wenchefter wee are advertiſed, that Legay, 
wilfrey, Mercer, and the reſt of the pack in the Towne of 
Southampton have fent their goods into the Ifland, and upon 
the lealt noyſe of the Royall Army's approach will fiye them- 
felves ; Mndford che Governour of the Towne purpoling for 
New- England, for which end he hath lately twrned 5ool. ilver 
into gold, being not worth 51. when he came thicher. In whuch 
Letters wee arc alſo certified, that Nathaniel Fines (who late- 
beſtowed Briftol on His Majeity) arrivel at Sonrhampton on 
Saturday laſt with 80 horſe, each rider having a woman behind 
him. And for Nathariel's welcome ) om cauſed the 
Townſ-men to make Fines one of their Burgeſles, whoſe Cha+ 
plaine in bis Sermon the day before (like a deſperate wretch 
charged His Majeſty with dſembling Proteftations. And MMnd-

Ry the dangers of the Reformed Religion : partly, fromthe 
r.bcll:ous att-mpts of Papiſts in Ireland: partly, frem 
t\cirpowerin England where they arc ſolonp in arms : and partly,from 
Cheir Lopes in this Kingdum where ti ey have their plots and corrcſpon- 
dence amongſt themſclycs,and withtheic cor-foderates abroad : And all 
theſe the greater and the more te be taken to heart at this time, that they 
have the pretcrce of the Kings Service and Aathority, the contidence of 
the Queens zeal tothcir prefeſſion, and her power to promote their de- 
hgnes,and the aſſiſtance of the Prelaticall partie, and of Malignants, and 
many others, whom upon natural and worldly refpes they have drawn 
«gainſt the oath of their Covenant into their lecret, and have united into 

their Combination. 

Theſc and the like dangers exprefi-d more fully in tke Remonſtrance, 
may be more then ſaſticient toawake and ſtir up this Kirk and Kingdom, 
to provide for the preſervation of Religion,the ſafety of the King,and ſt- 
curitie of the Kingdom, which at this time inrealitic can no more be ſe- 
Paratedand divorced then in former times, when it was profeſſed beth 
by Kinp and people,that the dangers of ogg were the dangers of all, that 
they had the fam* common friends and flies, and did ftand&fal toge- 
ther. But while the Eſtates are thinking upon that which is remon- 
(trared unto them, many other dangers and diftreſ-s, which more d- 
rely and 1minecintly threaten and preſſe this Countrey and Kingdom, 
cttr themſelves to be conſidered, and are neceſſary to be univerlally 
known,that all menyeven ſuch as all rfiis time have never taken Religion 

\- 
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to Heart, may be made (-n[ible of the preſent danger of their native Conn- 
tr-y, wherein the private danger of every mans life, liberty,cſtate, 21d 
m-anes is included. 

[he Lords of Privie Quuuſell, and the Commiſſioners for conſcrving 
the peace, have allready declared, That a treacherous and damnable plot 
of the Irith, Englith,and Scottith Papilts was begun to be diicovered by 
letters found withthe Earle of Antrim, and by the depoſition of one of 
his {crvants at his death : Now the depoſition of the Earle himfelf and of 
another of his ſ-rvants, both upon their oaths, have been read in face of 
the convention,confhirming what was written before of ſending Ammu» 
nition tothe North,and leavying of terces inthis Kingdome, and bearing 
that the Earle had in{traRions for making peace betwixt the Engliſh and : 
Iriſh in Ircland : Like as diverſe ictters are ſent hither concerning a Ceſ- 
{ation ot Armes in Ircland,and the joyning of the Engliſh and Iriſh for- 
ces upon oath,to go for England to alliſt the King,as is pretended, but in- 
Jed toitrengthen and aidethe Popiih age prelaticall party. 

Our Merchants and Marriners are not onely (topped and diſcouraged 
in their trade by Ships, Frigots and Fly-botes of Duakirk, and of Ireland, 
having Iriſh Commanders and Souldiers, but their Ships either taken or 
burnt ; they ſpoyled of the goods and moneyes,and their perſons tortu- 
red, kept Captives, or ſent away naked : Whereby his Majeities SubjeRs 
have (uft;red more by Sea upon the fudden,and ina very ſhort time, then 
they did (uftcr all the time of our late troubles ; And no other caule of all 
this violence and cruelty pretended, but « Commiſſion and Warrant 
from Authority. 

The Earle of Newcaſtles Forces, Horſe and Foot, in great numbers ly» 
ingat the Borders, and ready when they ſhall b- >&mmanded to make 
incurſion upon the South parts of the Kingdom, as many ill-aftected ace 
no lefle willing to make trouble 1n the.North. 

If the unhappy differences bet ween his Majeſty and his Parliament, 
ſhall not be determined ina Parliamentarie way,but by the Sword ; Not 
encly (hall the Arty in Ireland be in dangerto be loſt, but the whole 
Kingdome will be involved in the common Calamity, 

Nor is it wiſdome, againſt the continuallrumours and threatningsof 
forraign invaſion, tobe 1o negligent and ſecure, as if there were no ap- 
pearaiice or poſſibility of danger trom without ; experience hath proved 


the contrary in former times. And although there were no other ground, 
A 2 cti- 
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Reaſon doth teach thatPrinces and 0). uſe to obſerve the opportanities 
of diviſions and breaches amonſt their ncizhbours. 

Although the cauſcs of calling a Convention at this time were 
enou2h,yet the providence of God watching o@ this Kirk and King- 
doin for good, hath diſcovered diverſe of the dangers of Religion and of 
the Kingdom, atd brought them to light in this opportumty, while the 
Conveption of Eſtates are ſitting, as 1f they had been called together to 
be inf. rin dof theing, and to provide remedies againſt them. And theres 
forc a5 the Conven' 1311s refolved to take this matter, which is of (@ 
pull'c'c a :d deep concernment, into their ſerious conſideration ; fo ds 
they d. fire and require that the Commiſttonersof the Aſſemble (who 
a. cording to their duty, ad the Iaudatle example of the Aﬀemblies of 
this Kirk1n former tim-3 haverepreſcnted the EIT wilt 
al'o with diligence think npon the beft and moſt powerfull remedies, 
and remonſtrate thern to the Convention,that by the bleſſing of God up- 
on their j -ynt endeavours, ſo many approaching and imminent miſericy 
may be turned 1way : A::d the Reltgie! and Peace, which God Almigh- 
ty of his fingalar macy hath granted tothis Kirk and Kingdom, may be 
reſerved and tranſmitted anto the after Generations.

Lthough it be more exfie, eſpecially ina time of many 
and great difficulties, to complain of diſ-ales and dangers, thents 
fide out the right curcandremedies : Yet from our conſcicne of dutic1n 
the charge committ.d unto us et this time, from our egnfidenee in God 
whoſe proviience hath diſcovered the dangers, and witl in his own time 
provid- ſathcicnt remedics, by the example of the Generzll Afﬀemdlies 
of this Kirk, and in obedience to your Lordſhips commands, we find=a 
neceſſity laid upon us,and are moſt willing, xccording to our knowledge, 
to ſhow what we coneeiv- to bethe beſt remedies, texying rhe farthe? 
conliderttion of them to your Lordfhips wiſtom. 
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Politick ad wordly men are indiff-rently diſpoſed towards every Re- 
ligion, and do conceive that the knowlege of a few principles, joyned 
with the profeſſion of Religion, is ſuthcient for Salvation, without de- 
ſcending into mann Diff-rences nd Controverſies : But this cannot 
be a remedy, for we know that Herefres and Sets have been of old, and 
mult (tillbe,that the fe whe are approved may be made known. Recon- 
cilcrs, who under the ſpecioas pretext of Pacihcation betwixt Prote- 
ſtents and Papiſts, intend no other thing but io a ſubtile and crafty way ra 
reduce the Prot<ftant Kirksimo Antichriftian ſervitude, and inthe gold- 
en cupof the whore of Babecl,to propine agam unto us all their abomina- 
trons and filrhineſſs. Theſe are alfo to be rejeRted and abhorred, as pre- 
ſenting us with deadly poyſon in ſtead of remedies. 

Athird there is,but an infufticient remedy ; Wee do with all thankful» 
neſſe and reverence, as becometh good Subjedts recerve the Kings Maje- 
(ties Declaration of His Intentions, for maintaining our Religzon, and 
eſtcem it no ſmall happinefle to liveander a Prince orthodox in the faith, 
and a Nurſe-father of the Kirk : Bat His Maj:ſties Diſpdlition to Religi» 
on,can neither oblige His Royall Succeſfours, us the frequent change of 
Religion in England,and other kingdoms, with the change of their Prin- 
ces, hath tzught us ; Nor can it preferve us from the plots and power of 
Papiſts, as we havceven now lexned from the oor of the Iriſh, 
Engliſh,and Scottiſh papiſts : If they have been deviſing miſchief againſt 
us int the very time of Hts Majeſties Declaration, what may be in all re» 
fon expeRed afterward from the itrimortall hatred, and unc: flant work- 
ing ? And what may we look for prefently, if w' ile they are now in 
Armes, their ſhatt have ſacecfſe, and they ſuff-rcd to prevaile ? We 
pray, Ged ſave rhe King : but we may ſay, Curſed be their anger, for it is 


fierce and their wrath for it ts crull. 


The firſt true remedy, which Chriftizn Picty and Prudence miniſter 
unto us,'s,te receive the Love of the Truth, and to labour for the Power 
of Godhneſſs, It is never enovgh obſerved, That Papiſtry , Arminia- 
niſme,and diverſity of ſets,are the juſt judgement of Ged upon many in 
the Reformed Kirks for theit formality in Religion : Without this one 
rethedy,ill orfer remedics will want the bleſſing of God, and prove un» 
profitable. 

A ſccond remedy is to tbhorre and deteſt Peperie, not upen conceit or 
emmen opinjon,but from the Y" and diſtiat knowledge of the

And 
foraſmuch asat the time of Reformation, and in ourlate Declarations 
and Remonltrances, in the time of our traubles and fince, the 

of ourdefires of unitic, and amitic with the Kingdome of England, have 
beene many and large : aud we have many times from our feeling and 
feares , made open profcfiion , that the not r ing, or the et» 
dangering of Religion there,hath an influence upon our Religion,and the 
mutuall Peace of the Kingdomes : We doe humbly entreat , | 
to theexample of the Generall Aſſemblies of this Kirk, that this honaw- 
eable Convention my be pleaſed to take into their graveſtconſidertion, 
the renewing of the League and Aﬀociation with England, tor defenceal 
Religion againftthe common Enemy, and how far the ſame may beex- 
tended againſt Prelacie and Popiſh Ceremonies, for uniformity inexter- 
nall worſhip and Kirk-goverament. 

Thus have we pointed at the principall remedies, which we hambly 
preſent to be more particularly reſolved upon by this honourable Cot- 
vention as matter worthy of the graveſt deliberation, and the 
care and diligence: wherein, as we ſhall berequired, we ſhall moſt wi 
lingly according to our place and calling, contribate our counk Is andet» 
deavours, beſeeching God, w!:o never forſaketh his people, when trouble 
draws near, firſt todireft, and qcxt co fulfill all your counſ.ls to his oh

Meſſagerand Levers invited the Cavaliers to come from TJork unto them, re.

and armes, and formed thera into a conſiderable Army of ſome thouſands ;

whereon foure or {ix might climb up ona breaft, and they 
madeuſe of all thoſe iti a moſt defperatc way, driving 
their wains of faggots into the ditches, and climbing up 
with their Fire pikes and grariadGes in their hands, tothe 
very portalls oor great Ordnance, yetthey were beaten 
back 1n $ or 9 places together, and entred onlyin one place 
where the works were not perfezd,there being no ditch 
as yer made, nor any. foor- bank. within fade the breaſt. 
works ; notwithſtanding all this, and chat they had entred 
the ſuburbs, and drawn the whole body of their foot to 
that place, yer our Souldiers ſallicd out both Horſe agd 
\ Foot bpon rhem,as they lay in the ſuburbs, and bcatthem 
back from ſtreet ro ſtreet at) hour and halfe together z bur 
being overlaid with fteſh companies, one ſeconding anc 
ther, whercin we werenorable ro anlwer thein, though 
hey bear the enctny back moſt courageguſly at the firſt, 
infomuch that many of them ran away, threw down their 
Arms,and cried for quartcr,yet being long overborn with 
freſh mcn which the,cnemy (till drew down upon them, 
they were forTed to retreat into the town; and then and 
norrif! rhen, the Souldiers began to be diſheartned, and 
whether out of wearineſle, or being diſcouraged, having 
been 5 dayes & nights together conſtantly upon duty,and 
n fight without any reliefe (for we could make 0oe- 
terves)rhey began to flink away fromthcir Cans rn 

uards, 
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Guards, and get into houſes,do what their Officers could, 
{othatof 14, Companies, I could notmake 126 men, al- 
though 1 proclaumed: that all thoſeithat were upon the 
Guards, ſhould repaire to their Guards ;-and thoſe that 
were not, ſhould repaire to the Marſh, and that there they 
ſhould receive both money and viduals , but 1-could 
not get them to their Colours or Guards,'althoughthe e- 
getny lay ready on the ogher fide of the Key (whith' ar 
low water, which then it began tobe, may be waded over) 
to fall over into the Town, and no doubt 'in that condition 
that our guards, were then in, both upon the Key ,"and in 
the Marſh, they might io lefiethen'halfe an houre 7 have * 
fallen ico the Town by force , "and-uſed their pleaſure? 
boch upon the Souldicrs and upon the Citizens, Finding 
our ſelves in this condition, I called a-councell of warre,

Souldiers both of Horſe and Foot, and ſo many henef 
mens perſons and eſtaces,as well of our friends in the Ci.

or Caftle tor two or three dayes(if we could have held it 
ſo long) without any hope of holding them any longer, 
tor I will pur uponthatifſue,and without any hope or 
expeRation of any reliefe within that time, or a 
time attcr. Vpon the treaty all _ almoſt which we 
demanded, we obtained, excepting the Arms of the com»

jor and Citizens, and others, called together my Offi- 
cers, and fcll into a ſerious debare conceming ir, And 
when I was very reſolute not to - por the poinr, very many 
_u Captains came in and told us , that they could not 
get {1x of their Haves tet _ , and that they _ 
way apace tot over t , it being now low 
Rr atenky tends ſhewed to bogs Ja that 
our men were diſheartned,and that theyſhould have found 
but lender oppoſition; but allo they ſhewed. chem the 
way how they might readily fall over into the Towne, fo Vi 
ſoonas the treaty ſhould break off, which andoubtedly I *: 
they had done, and given us little leave to retreat intorhe t 
Caltle,or any where elſe, I muſt confefſe this Caſtle the h 
ballance in my thoughts, that cauſed me to yeeld to that 
Article, which otherwiſe I would never haye done, ſup- : 
poſing that we ſhould quicklyfind Armes againe, preſet- 
ving che hoſes and men of my Regiment of horſe 
foot (which had conditions been kept with me, Thad pre- 
ſerved. I have given your Excellence a true accourt of

the carrizge of this unhappy bufinefſe,and of the cauſes of 
the ſurrendring of that Cirie and Caſtfe, rogether with 
the conditions whereupon they were yeelded up. All 
which being conſidered and proved, as it ſhatl , by many

[ hall nor only ftand clear in your Lordſhips eyes,and the 
eyes of all[rhe world, bnr har it ſhalt be acknowledged, 
thar I have done moft faithfal} ſervice ro thoſe by whom I 
have been entruſted , and that in cruth (which every in- 
different man (ers) the unhappy diſaſter which befell Sir 
Willow Wallers Army didnecelfarily involve the fate of 
Friel, both becauſe T had anfurnifhed the Citic with men.

lary for me ſo todo, becanfe the Ciry was never put jnto

rin propofitions which I tong fince fent to your Lord-

any effec, What my care and pains hath bern to preſerve

ler with Men, Atms, Ammunitian, Money, andall ſorrs of 


provifion, (that I may ſay uathiag of clic hundreds-of his 
maimed 
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maicged Souldiers that have bgen caſt upon my care and 
charge) I leave to my greateſt enemies to ſpeak the truth: 
for I know there cannot be found, in the world (ogreat 
malice as to deny it ; and I appeal to him that-knowes all 
things,to judge between me and thoſe that expeRagrea. 
tertale of brick from me, and will not affoord me ſtraw 
wherewithall to make it, and I ſhall appeal co your Lord. 
ſhip, andall.indiff-rent men, whether more.could haye 
been done by me,when as aftcr the deteat of Sir W.Wallers 
Army, had left onely 700 men to defend that Citie a. 
gainſttwo ſuch Armies as came aginſt it ,- nor {omuch as 
one peny of money to raiſe more men, provide Armes, or 
pay thoſe men [ had already ; yet God inabled me in fiye 
dayes, to raiſc and Arm 1000 men more, and with thoſe 
1700 men, and that Ammunition I had lefr, I. made that 
defence that T have done, of which I am ſure I ſhall never 
have'cauſe to be aſhamed of, \nor do I beleeve that your

Laſt of all for the Armies, it was thus advertiſed. that the 
Exle of Efex finding himtelfe abuted in: Prures , centnred in 
Pulpits, diſhonoured in the table-talke of the common people, 
ard a 1efigne on foorof rating x new Army, under the conduRt 
of Sir Williaw Walter, which would foone pur an end unto his 
wchority , made complaint of it to the Lord: , by rhetmts/be 
communicated to the other Houſe : requiring that his ArmY*be 
forthwith paid, .and furniſhed with cloathes and all ortier ne- 
ceſſaries,, his broken and diſeaſed Borces preſently verrwited , 
reparation to be given him 1 point of honour, for at] the ca« 
kumnes and ſcandals which falſely (as he faith) have beer) left 
uvon him, that Walevr be called ro an accompt for the loc bf 
his Forces inthe eſt; and finally; that rio Commuine muy be 
ifucd out ro-any one tohave the charge and condudt of ahy For 
ces, but by his authority. Which bold demands, though very 
unwelcome to the Citie-fation in the Lower Howſe , who Þad 
reſolved otherwiſeamongſt themſelves z yet the Lord#o-deved 
for their parts (referring the payment md clothing of the Souls 
diers to the care of the »;) that his Army ſhould Se fr # 
recywired before any other Forces raiſed; that he gnd ths Army 
ſhould have reparation by a Declaration of borh Houſes, for alf 
the ſcandals vented againtt chem , that che miſcarriage of the 
bufinefſe in the Weff ſhoald be examined, and the dlathe laid on 
thoſe whom it did belong to ; and fmally; rhat whoſoevet war 
appointed ro any charge or command, ſhould take tis 'Cinw- 
miſſion from his Excelencie onely,and depend on him; and rhat 
be ſhould have power to call backe ſuch Common, as hee 
law occafioh.

We havebeene long in the intelligence of the former day,but 
ſhall be breifer in the next ; the moſt of which comes from 
Londewalſo.

Othcesof command,to that whenany prime Commanders 1yed, 
new men were eleted, wholy devoted to that Faſtion ; andit 
became a Generall Emulation amongſt them who ſhould buy the 
mo(t,and the bc{t Armes. 

Secondly,that they might fill all places of authority with ſuch 
as ſhould advance the defigne,all care is taken to fill the Benchot 
Aldermen, and the Common-Councel, with men dilafteRed to 
the (overnment, both Eccleſiaſticall,and Civill. To this purpoſe 
it London did not afford men bad enough, they would call them 
trom other Corporations,as Alderman Atkins from Norwich wid 
the like:but if he had ſeen Amſterd.im or had been an Adventurer 
to New England, or been the hoſt of the lenced Miniftersghe was 
2 jewel : Nay fome willtell you,.& 1am much of their opinion, 
Hatthe Faftion have had fo great a Care of this, that they have 
choſcn ſome men to places of the beſt cſteem inthe City, whole 
eſtates were not ableto detray the Charges, but have been ſup- 
ported by aCommon Purſe,and if you have not forgotten it,there 
was 2 Motion you know made, That Honeſt mes,jo they cal the- 
ſelves, might beare the Magsſtracy, and the Citty beure the E x- 
pence : Jome inen thought that t11s prupulall had eſpeciall Rela+ 
tion to tholetwo begerly Captaines, Yer and Manxying, who 
having nothing either witht': or without them to render them fit 
tor government,yet in this Rebellious City, were thought moſt 
IL bucauſe moſt acre from what was | y Law eſtabliſhed. 

4 mwraly, becauſe all this could not compaſle the end they ay- 
mecdat,unlefle the Clergy dil confpire with them and — 
tnen 
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their help, and becauſe they found very few of the Setled Cleyg) 
here inthe Citty,(except Dr. Gongh,M. lackeſon, Vatier, Simons, 
walker,and a very few more) Compliant with their indeavours, 
they labourcd dy all means potitble, to introduce that Gibbus or 
excreſcency, of the Clergy called Lettwrers over their Parochial 
Minter s hexnds, whoſe maintenance being dependent (yet a 
portion by double Leaſes and other Sacralcyious devices (tolic 
trom their owne Parſons,fo that the barren Mountaincs of Watcs 
zford not 10 mary poore, and as Sur Benjamin Kander was wont 
to call them,ſcandalousLivings tegether,as arc to be found with- 
inthe walls of Londow) muſt preach ſuch Doftrine as may ty- 
ment difloyalty,and i1n{t:l] ſuch Principles into their Auditors 2: 

may firſt diſpeſe them ro, andatter engage them i» Rebellion, 
when things wereripe, or elſe they thall want bread to put intv 
their heads : The Truth 15, Brother Kufticw,thele Military prepa- 
rations hadeffeRed Little, had not the tire been given from the 
Pulpit, 

And becauſe they ſaw how Succeficfull this Courſe was, and 
what ſtrange effects it wreught 1n our City, a Fowrrth deſign was, 
to place ſome of their Emiſlaries 1n all Corporations ( thoſe Nur cc - 
ries of Schiſme and Rebellion ) and inthe molt cmanent parts of 
the Kingdom;for this purpoſes maſt ipecious and pious pretence 
is held out to the world, the buying 11 of /mpropriations: Feoffees 
wreappointed, men of publique Callings,as Clergy-men, Lawyers, 
1d Cittizens, whoſe imployments mutt necds render them 
knowne to many ,and men of noted Zeale in the Opinion of the 
World, (ſuch as it was) thereby to gaine the reputation of Reli- 
gion to the undertaking: the Lecturers (and thers too) deceived 
by the outſide of this ProjeR, ſtirre up th: Rich and well atte- 
Red to Contribute Libcrally to this ſo religious an At,of redee- 
ming the Lords portion out of Lay-hands, and a:nonglt the Jail 
Counſclls given to the dying (and then commonly they make 
decpcit impreſſion) This was never forgotten : by this mcancs 
preat SuUmmes wereadvanced,and t:it World ttood at gaze to fee 
the great returne which would be made tothe Church of 1647 
which Sacraledes had males Lay- hee ; atter any WEre FEUTAme \ 
how long the revenues we3' k.1d in the Fooft-os hands, what 
pittances were allowed to the Incua.bents, how they rebb'd I 
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ter topay Pant and cllablithed a LeQure perhaps in Cormwat, 
with the Iith of a Parlonage 111 Yorkeſorreor the like,appertaing 
not to my Pretent purpole. 

[ he thing that | hall obſerve unto you 1s, the oreat care and 
art uſcd 11 fitting men for their {crvice, and then diſpoting and 
ſecuringthem inthor Imployment,from any Molcſtation of Ec- 
clefialticall Cenfures. To this end, F xrſt,they account it neceſſiry 
to plant two Seminars, the firſt an /[ninary Serminary, to this 
purpoſe they project the buying of a Hcadihip in one of the J'si- 
verſitnes tor lome eminent man of their own party,under Wholz 
Influence their Novices might be trained up in their Ayſteries 
though ſome houlcs in both Vniverſities were notorious enough 
11tl18 kind belore, and might have ſaved them this Labour, as 
Magaaline Hall and New-Inne in O xfordzand Emanuel Colledge 
and Katherine Hall in Cambridge. 

I he /ccond was a Prattique Seminary, and that was -at St. An- 
tholines here 10 London,and 014 3n Spiritualibus avtwer tothe Ar- 
tilery Garden, being a place to traine up their young Emiſſaries, 
where they might take an Eflay of their aftetions and ability, 
and by the bewitchments of gaine and popnlar applauſe decply 
irgagc them intheir FaQtion: and from this Seminary were moſt 
of thr new bought Impropriatiens fill'd, And as they had their 
Salary [rom,fo they were ſubordinate 78a Claſſts or Clere-laical 
Cor:/iſtory, who had power totranſplant their molt hopetul Imps 
cithcr into their purchaſed Tmpropriations, or clſe into a LeQure 
11 {.me of the n.oft populous places of the Kingdom, maintained 
by a borrowed portionfrem an Impropriation elſwhere:yct this 
Con/ijtory, d:4 not intheir choice, {t1iftly tye themſclves:o the 
plaiits of t|.c1r own Nurcerics,but if any man had been a P/c«de- 
martyr tor their cauſe, or had been ſentenced by the high Come 
million for Non-Conformity,or by ſomeNotorious undertaking 
had evidenced and declared himſelfe, and irrevocably without 
apparant nete of Infamy andLevity(if he retrated )ingaged him- 
i-}fc to their party : or had Letters Teſtimoniall from Patriarch 
White of Dord Wo 5g aan of Boſton,or the —— Calam) 
and Marſhall were not, as it is ſaid of Dathas and Abiram,as yet 
famous in the Congregation.) This man was a choice plant and fit 
for their Soyle. 
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Secondly, being planted abroad, their ſecond care was, that 
whatſoever they Preached, though never fo derogatory to the 
overnment either Ecclehaſticak or Citi, vert! oy m0 »he be free 
from mol{tatton,and Preach on, without danger of looſing thor 
maintenance by Ecclefhatticall ccniure. Toths purpoſe they at- 
temp! the buy ng a Commiflarics place there, where they intcn- 
&&d to make any fſpeciall plantation ; who being after their own 
hearts, Might winke at their irregularities, and though the 
Church-wardens ſhould by chance b+ {ov honeſt toregard their 

whes, and preſent t!.em, yet by the purchaſed ur bribed Com- 
mary they may f{ccure them from the danger of the Court. 

Laſtly, for feare leaſt any of their Creatures ſhould fall from 
them, and deſert the Cauſe as ſome had done, whenth-y hid 
ot what they looked for ; wiſely they vrovide, that their main- 
terance (hall be dependent, onthe plcature of ther gcud Malters 
the Feofier's, alterable by acditio'', or ſubltractien, according to 
their merits, or demerits, ai:d thur perions ſubjet to be Ca- 
ſheered it they Preach not tothe advancement of their holy 
cauſe, ard according to the directions fentunto them trom the 
Conclave of their Elders at Leonor : That fo as much as humane 
Policy could invent, they might (rouſe Mr Foxlies own words 
ſpeaking in this argument) Effab/1/þ the Goffel by a perpetnalt 
decree. 

When all things were now ready, their Zxmſſaries having 
prepared the heerts of the peopleto Rebellion, firſt alternating 
them, by frequent Mandering the footſteps of Gods annoynted, 
fecryingthe Government both of Church ard State,fomenting 
the cauſclefſe diſcontents,and aggravating the neceſſities of State, 
with the odious names of Tyranny, Arbitrary pouer, Violation 
of the Subjects Liberty, and Property, and likew:{c pl f}. d the 
credulous multitude, , that the contormcable C/ergy Lad made & 
Revolt from the Proteſtant Religuon, and had an cariiaglt 1ofcr tt 
on to introduce Peopery : at laſt was tulflled that Prophecy of Tu- 
dicious M. Hooker, toward the erd of the Preface to thai income 
parable work of Eccleflaſticall Potrcy, that after the Puritans 
have firſt reſolved that attempts for _ are law{ull, 1t will 
follow in the next place to be difpmed, what may be attempt d a- 

gainff "red will net have the Scepter of that aiſcaptin: A 
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rule ever thew ? Which Prophecy we ſeeexattly fulfilledin our 
dayes, for the Puritans having firlt rebelled by a Proxey, they then 
thought it ſeaſonableto take an eſſay what an entertainment the 
dodrine for taking up Armes agamfi the King would find a 
monglt their Diſciples. 

To this purpoſe Dotor Dowzing, a man fitted for any baf: im- 
ployment, and one that ( what ever he counterfcited ) ever 
looked awry onthe Church,in which (being ſetled and in peace) 
he could never hope to advance farther then YViear of Hackeney, 
wasto fecle the Pulſe of the Citty ; while therefore diſcontents 
runne high in the North, the Scors having in a hoſtile manneren- 
tered the Kingdome, the People every where, eſpecially in Lone 
don, (tirr'd up by ſome agents to Petition the _ for this Parlia- 
ment, D. Downing Preaching tothe Brothernood of the Avtile- 
ry Garden poſitively athrmedgthat for defence of Religion and Re- 
formation of the Church, it was lawfullro take up armas againſt 
the King, 

He hevink thus Kindled che fire inthe City, for feare of being 
queltioned (for as yet it was not lawfall to Preach Treaſon) re- 
tired privately to the Earle of Warwicks houſe in Eſſex, the com- 
mon Randcyouz of all Schyſ{maticall Preachers, this Sermon ine- 
very place adminiſtring matter of diſcourſe, People cenſured it, 
as they ſtood affeRed, which gave occaſion to the Ringleaders of 
this faRion to enter upon a ſerious examination, aid ſtudy of this 
ca(- of Conſcience : and it leems, conſulting the Ieſuites onthe 
one fide, and the Rigid Puritans on the other, or indeed, becauſe 
without admitting this doctrine, all their former endeavours 
would vanich into ſmoak, they {tood doubtfull no longer, but 
cloſcd with theſe two contrary FaRions,yet ſhakirg hands in this 
poynt of Rebellion,and ſud{cribedto D. Downings doftrine, as 
an Evangelicalltruth, 

Ang that in this I may not be thought to ſpeak as if I werea 
Parliznent intclligencer ft54, for the truth of this, Iappealeto 
M. Stephen Marſhall himfſelte, who being preſſed by M. Simens, 
that herctofore he was of another opinion, ingeavouſly cx felled 
If; but withall athrmed, that on D. Downing: Sy. rrmon, haviigs 
hint giventhem, the Brethren did encer up »n 4:1 ex4 1110ation of 
the Doftrine, and upon examination found it tau. : aps

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truth is, they whiſpered this dotrine long before in their Con-

- Pretently upon the neck of this M, Prm's lite (to the preat de-

the City, onc of the moſt dangerous plots that ever affrighted 

Londox. 

And as by thcir own fictions they end: avoured to poſſeſſe the 
People with Icalouſies, ſo whatſoever the King did never wan- 
ted a ſiniſter interpretation, gloſſcd to the multitude, totraduce 
His ations,as if inthem there were ever ſome evill intended to 
the City and Parliament. When the King removed Belfore from 
the Li.utenatcy of the Tower, and placed Sir Thomas Lunsford 
11 that charge, the Citizens and their Wives could not fleep 
quietly in their bedds, for feare of having the:r houſes beaten 
down about their earcs. To ſatisfy their Clamours , though no- 
thing were objced againſt him, the King reaſſumes the Truſt, 
and preſcntly depoſitcs it with S:r John Byron: the't aftion were 
aS il] ſatisfied in him, yet it was not eaſy what to objet againſt 
him : nay it was a Query that did not a little trouble them 1n 
what to quarrell him : at laſt Lieutenant Hooker the Aquavite 
man, and Nichol/onthe Chandler , complaine inthe Commor- 
Councell,that ſince Sir 19h» Byron came to be Lieutenant of the 
Tower, the Mint (to the great prejudice and diſhonour of the 
Kinadome)ſtood (till. Thoſe that knew what trade theſe men 
drove,by the poor retaile of Broomes, Candles, and Malta d,their 
chick merchandize, toimprove braſſ- farthings into Groats and 
Sixpences, accounted the Objetion as incon{idcrable as the Au 
thors that alleadged it,yet as meanc and fallc as it was, it ſerved 
ſome mensturnes to ſlander the King to His People, ard raile a 
Clamour.The King out of tk: abundant goodnefle of H:s Nature, 
hoping to winne the'n by ſome condeſcendments, ( which now 
the world ſees is impoſſible: Puritans being of another manner of 
Tempcr then to be overcome with k1:dnefſe) removes Sir John 
Byron, and conters this great truſt on Sir Ibn Conjers, a manot 
whom the Faction it ſecms conceived better hopes , and indeed 
hithertoif you conſider his exaRtion upon the Kings friends in his 
cultody, or retaining thename of Licutenant, but reſigning the

Atlaft to make experiment what good : ffcR all theſe arts had 
produced the maine Engineers reſolve on T welfe night to 1c 
what partee they had inthe City,and what aſſiſtance they might 
expeRt ( if occaſion ſerved ) by givinga falſe Allarme. To this 
purpoſe in the night a Rumour is divulged and ſuddcnly difper- 
ledthrough the City, That the King and Cavaleers with fiftcene 
hundred horſe were coming to ſurprize the City : you would 
wonder to conſider how th's report prevailed, inſomuch tha! 1n 
ail inſtant Zonaon was in Arines, no lefſe then 5 0000 or 60000 
men ready provided to incounter they knew not what : the Wo- 
men ( who as M. Peters did in{trudt the in the Pulpit, have huggd 
their Hasbands into this Rebellion) provide hot water (velides 
what they ſprinkled for feare ) tothrow on the Cavalreres : 
joynt-ſtooles, foormes, and empry tubbesare throwne 1nto the 
Streets to intercept the Horſe. Had you beenat the Lord Mayors 
that night, as I was, you might upon the Aldermens coming to 
him,to conſult againlt the common danger,callly perceive which 
of the Aldermen were privy to this dcfigne, and who were not 
thought fit to be intruſted with ſo great a Myſterie: ſome of them 
(and when time ſerves I cantell you their names) came ſoneat 
15if they had ſpent the whole day to be trimmeat mid:ught,their 
beards put i. (to a feaſting poſture, not a haire awry, 2 cleare de- 
monſtration that they had not conſulted their a that night: 
Their Ruffes ſet as coinpleatly as if they had beene to dine with 

the Maſtcis of their Co:opa-lies, or Were prepared to beare apart 
In my Lord Majors ſhew : but the reſt that Nept in the fimplicity 
of their hearts, and went to bed, ſo tarre from miſconceiving 
their gracious Soveraigae to have any evill intention againlt the. 
City, that they thoug..t themſelves ſafe under his Protection,

This vcry day, the two Houl:ts (the leaders in both) thinking 
themſclves u:fafe at Weſtminſter, aftrighted with their own guilt, 
reſolve to take SanAuary ji London, knowing,that what ever they 
kad done, orever ſhould doe, though never fo derogatory tothe 
King, never ſo contrary to Law, yet the Puritan FaRtion inthe 
City would aftord them not only proteRion, but powerand a(- 
liſtance. Both Houſes therefore adjourn, untill the T »e/day fol- 
lowing, aiid caſt themſelvesinto a Committee, to meet at Guild- 
Hall,or Grocers- Hall. 

Tothe Cormmittee at Grocers hall, come the Five Membert in 
great Tizumph, guarded, and attended by the Irain-bands, anda 
lirong guard ſet to ſecure the place of their fitting. Now, it ever, 
was the fatal! conſpiration of Time and Place, for Coyning new 
unheard of Privileages of Parliament, nut only to the fecuring 
the perſons of Traitors, but Inltifying Treaſon it felfe ; For here 
was (before this day) the unheard of Privilcdge of Parliament 
declared, That no Aember of Parliament onght to be arreſted by 
any warrant whatſoever, without conſent of that Houſe, whereof he 
1 4 Member, and by the ſame Ordinance it was declared, T hat 
they that ſhall arreſt thoſe Members are entries to the State : with 
free liberty granted for all perſons to harboy or converſe with them: 
[In all which,it is evident, that the power and ſ{trength of Londen 
were nadethe firſt obſtration of the tree courſe of Iultice, and 
the City made the A/y/nm, and SanAuary of thole, whom the 
King had juſtly declared Traytors. 

And now, having undoubted experience of the affcAion of 
the City, all eyes being turned from White Hall, to Grocers Hall, 
where the Dar ings of the People were poinpoully fealted, and 
fawningly courtcd : on Saturday the cight of /an. 1641.the Com- 
mittee conſult, how the accuſed Mcmbers might come to Wef- 
minſter ; the Tueſday following, and without ay long debate, it 
was reſolved upon the queſtion, That the Sheriff-s of Londey 
ſhould, and might ras/c a guard of the Traine-bands, for the defouct 
of the King and Parliament ; and that they might warrantablely 
march ont of their Libersies , and that you may {.c that the Scene

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ender of the aſſiſtance of the Seamer and Mariners, whoſe pow- 
z ſhould guard them by Water, as the Tratn-bandsby Land. 
Next day being Sunday, every Pulpitthat was at their devotion, 
founded nothing but the praiſe of K imbolton and the Five Mem- 
bert : inciting the People toſtandup in the defence of theſe wor- 
thier : Elle if tiicy peri-itted the King to take away theſe to day, 
he might goc unto le1ze on as many moreto Morrow, untill he 
had left the Parliament naked of all good Patriots, and Zealou 
aſertors ot Religion,the Lawes,and Liberticsof che Kingdom.

The King, now, no better then fled from Lonaon, and the av- 
parent dangers there, the whole {treneth of the City remained 

at the diſpoſall of a Fa tion of Paritsns 10 the Parliament, and 1 
Fation of Puritans inthe Ciry.

the King tor his ſafety trom theſe Tumults , withdrew himite 
(and*tis a wonder that any man ſhould be fo trowtl le tode iy, 

that for that reaſon, and that reaſo1 only, he withdrew himicltc) 
was the rcturne made of the Indentures of the ElcAion of the 

Common councell-men, and if any ele&ion was queſtioned, as 

ſome were, and that mo!t j.utly, *ewas trucly obſerved, that the 

deciſion, never failed ro GOc on their lide, w ho were lalt elected,

our Colonell not being provided otherwiſe to entertaine them, endeayou- 
ring the Gafety of his people, which that day God preſerved within his 

eand bawne, yet cauſed he to behanged upon the gallowes in their 
view, Cos Rowrke, Brother to their great Colonell Owen, and Conner 
Mac Langhtlin chicte of that Name, two of the ableft and moſt dangerous 
men in this County. 

Owen 6 Rourke with his Brother Bryan Ballagh, and the Mac Glama 
hans tothe number of 600 or 760 mer from theD arty, cncamped them* 
ſclves againe in the former place at our Licutenants and John Anrraye: 
houſes and haggards, falling to their old worke of burning, and ſending + 
way of our Corne : The next day with a party of Horſe and Foote, we 
againe fell upon them as before, killing divers of them, thceir-great Co- 
lonell being ſhot through the bat and through the Pike neare his hand ; 
we brought home to the Caſtle 3 of their ableſt mens heads, The wires 
and boycs of our Souldicrs loading themſclyes with the burnt Coraeand 
pillage, we burnt thoſe houſes, and what Corne in the haggards we were 
not able to carry with us;to provent their further company there, they be- 
ing too farre maſters of the Ficld, 

Qur horſemen ſcouring the Fields apprehended two of the Rogues Cen- 
trics, Owen Mac T homas Mac Murray, and Ferries Mac Kegan, two lulty 
able Rognes, which were the next day hanged. 

-Qur :Colonell being informed that M*,Parke at New-Towne within 
6 milos of our Caſtle, and -x 2 miles from Skhge was ftrongly blockt up 

with a Campe about him in his Caſtle, ſcot a party of Horſe and Foote 
under the command of our Licutcnant, with orders to view their ſtrength, 
and it poſſible to relieve and ſpeake with Mr.Parke ; As we marcht to- 
wards New-T owne, we law little danger, oncly ſome 'ſconting Rogues 
from hill to hill, "But coming to M*.P anky,. be tonld our A" 
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he wiſht us all homeagaine, holding us all loſt men, as if he had beene acs 
quainted with the plot ; Our Licutcnant amazed at his ſpeeches, percci- 
ving no {uch ſigne, upon his march admiring M*.,Parkes intelligence, 
finding himſclte and his Caſtle free, delired M*, Parke, ſince for his re- 
liete our Colonell had ſeut us thither, that he would therefore lend him 
20 or 30 of his men tor the (trengthening of his party homewards, which 
M*,Parke would by no mcanes doe, though perſwaded thereunto by his 
owne Othcers, and divers of his men, who told him it was ſhame for 
him and them all, he leaving men cnough beſides to defend him in his 
Caſtle, whoſe an{wer was, 1t was well tor him if he could defend him» 
(cite and his till aide come, without Provoking or doing any thing ts 
draw the County upon him : Our Colonell having in perſon upon his 
intreaty lately viſited him with a ſmall party et Horfe, where ſinceit is 
laid, New-T owne ſhould have beene the trap to have catche us all for oar 
kindnefictoit. On onr march home wards we were beſet from all quar- 
ters with ncere a 1000 men, who within 3 miles to our Colonels 
Caltle, gave us a moſt ticrce charge in a moſt dangerous rocky place, 
where our Horſes could make no play, yet did our men fo bravely 
behave themlſclyes being inſtantly ingaged upon puſh of Pike , our 
Muſquetieres once having given fire in their bofomes, were fo plycd 
with their (tones wherewicth they had provided themſtlves , and 
had ſuch dexterity in throwing them, as we got notlcave to charge 
222ine ; but we falling upon them pell mell with the but ends of our Mul- 
kets.did fo cloſcly ſtand to it, as having by Gods great mercy and powes 
broaſte through, diſordered and routed them, killing a number, ehaſing 
them like doggs with our Horſe and Foote from hill to hill ; In the 
meane time oar Souldicrs boyes ſtripped neere 30 of their belt men of 
the Counties of S/go and Leirrom, of which number was Adaimurry 
Mac Ternan ( chiefe of that name ) a Juſtice of the Peace who had 
beene Sheriffe of this County, who with his eldeſt Sonne and heire, and 
his Sonne in law (arbery 6 T rower chicfe of that name, Cormack Mac 
Murray, Farliſſe 6 Deganan, Bryan 6 Rourke, and Fob 6 Creas, all of 
them that are named being prime Gentlemen of thele ewo Countics, be- 
lides 2 many of their common Souldiers were killed, wherof is made {mall 
reckoning amongſt them; It is thought that we cut off that day ofall ſorts 
above threeſcore of them : Our party not conliſting of 80 Horſe and 
Foote, of which we loſt in that ſervice only one Pike man and one Ma- 
quitiere, thongh many of us were fore bruiſed with tones, and lleighe cu- 
rable wounds with pu(h of Pike, the Rogues afterwards acknowledging 
that day they fo God was againſt them, they being ————. -- 
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ber, and moſt confident to have deſtroyed us all, yet it pleaſed God thus 
to preſerve us from this great dammage which we were ingaged in, for 
that ungrate man Mr.Parke his fake, we brought home with us abun» 
dance of the Rogues Armes and Apparrell, which was a good lupply to 
our Souldiers, 

This day 6 (onnowr Sligoe (hewes himſclfe from that County with bis 
Regiment, drawing toa Mountaine not much above halfe a mile from our 
Caltle, 

O (onnowr with his Regiment encamp'd themſelves in Corneftacke- 
Woods, upon the ſide of a boggic Mountaine not much above balfe a mile 
from our Caſtle. 

Owen 6 Rourke with his Regiment and the aſſiſtance of the County, cn- 
camp'd themſclys on the right-hand of © Connewrs Regiment,in the {ame 
Woods neare together; © Connonr fends a ſeeming friendly Letter by a 
Boy of 6 or 7 ycarcs old, adviling our Colonel! to yceld to ſome Trea- 
tics with them, and to prevent the eminent ruine was threatned to» 
wards his Caſtle and all init, which Letter was anſwered with con- 
tempt and diſdaine by our Colonell, who fcornced any Treaty with Rebels 
and Traitors. 

Omen 6 Rowrke, O Connour Sligoe, andall they could then command, 
being a great multitude, marched towards our Caltle from their Campe, 
as if that day they wouic have done great matters, but having ſhewed 
themſelves, and marching abont us, keeping without Mwket-thot of our 
walls,they drew back to their quarters. 

They againe that morning, being ſupplicd the night betvre with Colo- 
nell ('on Mac Donnels Re21ment, which as the day before with neere 
2000 men, firing ſome Cabbins, and ſheltring thc mlelves. asthey ſet fre 
in theditches of the Orchard, where of from the Caftle walls our Colo» 
nell ſhot two of them with his owne hands, which they carricd oft retrea- 
ting totheirold quarters, 

Bcing their Patron S*.Patricks day, and the day they had prefixed for 
the deltruRtion of our Caſtle and all init, Our Colonell that morning 
with Trumpet, Diumme and Colours, marched out with Horſe ard 
Foote towards their unacceſlible Campe with his ſmall number, chal 
lenging them that day to draw ncare for performance of their great 
braggs, where. we parlicd and made ſome ſport with thema while, a Ri- 
ver and a bogge dividing us ; Our Colonell ſending for one of bis Priſo- 
ners, the Rogues being drawne up in a body right before us, we called to 
them fince they durit not come to performe their. promiſe and take the 
Caſtle, they would reſcue their Country- man who was there to þc.hav- 
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ed in honour of S*,Patrrick, which Priſoner being hanged and pro- 
. but an old ack of ſtraw, long ſtockings being ſowed to it, as —_ 


_ throwne over the gallowes, our Hang-man fitting on the gallowes, 
y to calling to them if they had charity in them to ſend the poore path 
ner a Prieſt, they imagining that fack to be a man, fell all on their 
his in our view praying for the Priſoners ſoule, 
ps Till this day our Campers lay quiet, our Colonell daily cauſing the prit x, 
Plough to goz in deſpight of them till this night, that all our plough« 
ho Horſcs through negligence of our Centres arc itolne from us, they thin- 
ule king by that meanes they had overthrowne our ploughing, and the next 
morning we falling to geere our Ploughes, ourColonell cauſeth hisTroope- 
Ne Horſes which had beene kept in the houſe, to be made ready and fall to 
me plowing and ſowing with them faſter then formerly, and ploweth and 
ya ſoweth neere foureſcore Barrells of Corne, the Rogues not daring for al 
Oy their ſtrength ro plow or fow for themiclves within two or three miles of 
On his Caſtle. 
n- By this time the Rogues grew fo confident of their ſecurities in their /prit x; 
ls Campe, that the Colonell 5 Rowrke brought his Cattell to graze upon 
fome waſt land within two miles of us, wherewith our Colonell belng 
d, acquainted, that night Smt out a party of Horſe and Foote, and ſeized 
” upon all their Cattell,driving them homewards by breake of day, where- 
d upon they raiſing their Camp, brake out upon us,thinRing to have deſtroy- 
ol cd us and reſcued their Colonels cattell ; but it pleaſed God welſo paid 
them, that we not only mac good our prey, but killed a namber of thei 
my ableſt men, bringing with us to the Caſtle, 6 of their chicte Officers 
'c heads, of which number was James Murrah Mac Glannaghy the chicks 
e man of that name, chaſing 2ll the reſt to their Campe, where we found 
oy 3 ſtand of Pike-mens Armes, 2 Drammes, 6 Muskets with Bandalicrs, 
mn 2 Serjeants Halberts, with a many Pikes and Skeanes,moſt of thoſe Armes 
formerly belonging to the Lord Preſident of Connaught: Officers and 
r Souldicrs, having layne in Garriſon at Sligo till it was lo and they cut 
- of; Thas we deſtroyed their great Campe, where our Souldicrs wives 
d and boycs plentifully vicaalled themſelves, bringing from the Rogues a 
a many great Iron-crowes and ſuch like inſtruments, made and marked 
e with the ſigne of the Croſſe, making their poore churles belecve, that with 
4 thoſe Irons they were to pull downe our Colonels Caſtle and Bawne, 
2 A party of Foote was this night ſent to (7/enden, ſome 5 or 6 miles off, 4prit g, 
0 where we kil'd and burned in their houſes necre 20 Rogues, bringing 
- home a number of Cowes and Goates, and burning a many of /r;Þ-houſes, = 
; Our Colonell this night in co forth with a party of wy April 18, 
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and Foote into the County of Shgo, where within two miles of the 
Towne, he burnes of ſome Villages called Be{fſmther, and other houſes 
there, killed ſome Rogues, he returnes by M*.Parkes Caſtle of the New 
Towne, finding that Towne and Caſtle untonche or troubled, being inthe 
boſome of the Rogues, where our Colonell being informed the Rogues 
were daily relieved by that Towne and Caſtle, their Cowes having gra- 
zcd peaccably about the Calle all the while their Campe lay about Aſa: 
nour Hamilton, M*.P arke never permitting a man of his either to med4le 
With their cattcll or themſclves, as they went and came with their provi- 
ſions from Sligo to their Campe, he having in his Caſtle neare 60 able 
men, which might have done good ſervice it M.Parkeand the 6 Rowrkes 
had not ſo made their bargaines, that untill our Colonels Caltle were 
deſtroyed, he ſhould not be medled withall, fo as hegnade them no ins 
terruption whileſt they were encampt about us ; In the meane time M-*, 
P arke exufing his Weaver to weave 40 yards of broad-cloath for the uſe 
of M*, Bryan Ballagh+d Rourke, whilſt he and his Brother Owen were 
Ying in camp? aboatusz; And the n:xt day after we had beate them 
rom their campe, M*.Parke not only fuff:red them to carry away their 
Cattell, which all that while they grazed neare to his Caſtle gates with» 
out any guard fave one coward, as alſo that dry. lent Zryan Ballath the 
c loath- weaver in h1s Caſtle, with divers ſuch like informations proved by 
M*".Parkes owne ſervants, whereupon our Colonell thought fit preſently 
to burne that Towne which {o long had relieved and theltred the Rogues, 
and killed ſome of them at that inſtant in the Towne. 
Our Horſe- men this morning ſcouring the kelds, killed one of the 
Rogues centryes bringing his head home to the Caſtle, 
| A;rilzz. Thisnighta patty was ſent towards Dromahere, where we killed above 
| 40 of the Rogues, burnt many good houſes, brought home 7 or 8 ſcore 
ec owes, with many Horſes, Sheepe and Goates, by this march we divertcd 
another great gathering intended to have encampt about us the next day. 
A party of Foote is {ent into a Wood-land Mountaine c cuntrey 16 
mile frem ovr Caſtle, where by the dawning ot the day we fell upen

ing their friend, they being five times our number, and we unable to 
reach them as they ttood on thoſe wooddy boggs, keeping a moſſe and a 
River betwixtus and them : Whillt our Colonell parlicd with them, his 
Lady from the c altle cane to usEwhere we were drawne up over againſt 
the Rogues ) furniſhing us with good (tore of meate and drinke, which 
much refreſhed us, having beene upon fcrvice two nights together, yet 
were our ftomacks (harper ſct to have beene at the Rogues, then cither to 
meateor ſlecp2; but ſeeing the Rogues fo unwilling to come on, we wers 
commanded on a fadden ro draw towards the caſtle, which the Rogues 
perceiving fell to {tripping themſclves, and with a great noyſc and acry 
comerunning towards us, and over th: River unto the middle of a moſt: 
ſcarce Musket thot from the c a(tle, as if they would have gotten betwixt 
ns and home ; which our Colon:ll perceiving, gives order to the Officers, 
commanding the Foote to wheele about upon them, which the Rogues 
no ſooner perceiving, but they preſently tell arunning over the River, 
throwing one another into it ; as they croſt, our Musketecres getting 
ground of them, gave fire amongſt the thickeſt of them, killed divers, 
hurt many, chalt the reſt neare 3 miles over Mountaines towards Sligo, 
bringing home their chiefs Commander at that time his head, our Soul» 
diers bcing furniſhed with above an 1co of their Mantles, c oatcs and 
cloakes, 2 Drummes, a many of their Armes, and good (tore of Mcalc 
and other commoditics which their Wivcs and boyes found in their 
c ampe, we being tould by 2 Priſoners that all the neghbouring Coun- + 
tics had ſct up theirreſts with arcſoJution that night to bave met, never 
to have given us over untill they had ſtarved us or taken us out of our c a- 
ſtle, but God of his wonted mercy thus diſappointed that damnablc 
plot, without the lolle of a man to us, te his cyerlaſting glory and all our 
comforts, 

Notwithſtanding our ſevcrall ſore marches the Weeke paſt, we were 
encouraged by the word of a Priſoner in bepe of a {peciall pecce of ſervice, 
this night to venture upon a freſh march, where we were conduted 
nearc 14 or 16 miles inte the County of Shzgo, guiding us amongſt molt 
dangerous Rocks and glinns, intending ro have betrayed us, as afterwards 
he confeſt ; nevertheleſſc it pleaſed God to give us ſuch rength and cou- 
rage, and ſcat us ſuch a mecting with them,as we killed above 30 in three 
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cabbins, brought home a freſh Priſoner,above an 100 cowes, and nec: 
ſo many Sheepe; the crye and Countrey being up in all parts about us, 
yet never durſt ſo much as ventureto reſcue the cattle ; At our comming 


home we hanged our guide, who died a moſt deſperate obdurate villaine. 


A party of Foote was ſent towards Aſounter Kenny, that night wekil- May 37, 


led 10 or 12 inthgir cabbins amongſt the Woods, brought home with us 


neere 200 Cowes an 100 Sheepe, and in our returne we were ſet upon 
by Owen 6 Roxrke, and the ſonnes of CALc Nawe, being neere 300 men, 


where it pleaſed God we not only defended our ſclves and our prey, but al- 
ſo killed and ſiript a many of their belt men, bringing hone a Priſoner 


with a many of their Armes, 


This night a party of Horſe and Foote are {cnt towards ſome Lands of 1447 ho 


Owen 0 Rowrkes called ( #{koſb, where we kiil:d 15 or 16 of his men, 
brouzht home a Priſoner, with ſome few Cowes, Horſes, Sheepe and 
Goates. 

A. party of Foote is ſent towards our Colonels Woods of Glanſarne, 
where we killed 15 or 16 in thoſe Woods,and brought home 4 Priſoners, 
with ſome foure-ſcore c owes,and neere (1x-{core Sheepe, 

Our Colonell having by vertae of a Coinmiition, made uſe of ſome 20 
of M*.P arkes men in proſecution of Rebels, Abt thinking him to be fo 
baſe a Traitour in correſpondency with them as afterwards was proved. 
This night our Colonell ſends his party with 20 Beeves for the ſapply and 
relieving Parke and his c aſtle, with orders that Parkes 20 men ſhould 
returne with our party, there being twice more inen with him within 
his caſtle then was requiſite for the defence thereof : But Parke recei- 
ring the Beeves,and getting his 20 inen within his c altle, would not ſuf- 
f:r a man of them notwithſtanding our Coloncls c mmilhon and orders 
tothat purpoſe to returne with us. 

Our Colonell muchreſenting Parkes preſumption the day before, this 
diy ſends his Licutenatit with a party of Horſe and Foote, requeſting 
Parke by vertue of our Colonels c ommiſlion from the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſcll, to draw forth and muſter what ſtrength that caſtle could make, 
leaving a competent number within it felfe tor making good the walls ; 
Oar Lieutenant orders being that ſo many ſhould be lete within the ca- 
lil as his judgement ſhould thinke fit, and the reſt to marchalong with 
our party upon ſome ſpeciall ſpeedy peece of ſervice intended, wherein 
Sir William Cole and bis Regiment had ſeverall timesdenied us alliſtagce ; 
This motion Parke denicd to muſter his men untill he perſwaded ourLieu- 


tenant to come within his caſtle, where ſhutting the gates, he muſtered 
neere 60 able men, whereof our Licutcnant demanded 30, which Parke 


od denied 
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d-nicd, not ſuffering a man of kis to come within the caſtle untill ours 
marcht away, 

This night with Horſe and Foote our Colonell thinkes fit in perſon to 
viſit M*, Parke, who had ſo beaſtly negleRed his Officers in contempt of 
the Lords J altices and Counfells commilſtion, fearing Parke was incli- 
ning rather to ſubmit himſclfe and his caſtle into the hgnds of the Rogues 
whom he held the ftronger party, and daily correſponded with them, 
which to prevent, we marcht this night about midnight to his Caſtle 
walls, requiring Parke it he were a ſubj-R, that upon 11s Allegiance hz 
would cane forth and ſozake with our Colonell, who after ſome ſhuf. 
fling excuſes and delayes opens his gate, our Colonell commands him 
ſpeedily to draw forth what men he had within the c aſtle, and making 
choiſc of ſome 20 of them which he joyned to his owne party, cauſed pre. 
ſcatly to apprehend Parke upon ſtrong preſumption of his diſloyalty and 
his former contempts z Our Colenell preſently puts in an Officer of his 
owne with the charge of that Caſtle and all in it, which being done, our 
Colonell marches ſtraight towards the Towne of S$4go, Parkes c altle 
bring within 4 miles of it, none of us that followed him imagining that 
with ſo ſmall a party he would have armed at ſuch a march, but coming 
ncare to the Towne, our Oblonell commanding a halt to be made, and the 
party to be drawne up in abody, uſing ſome comfortable encouraging 
ſpcoches, asking it our ſtomacks did ſerve us as his did, to attempt the 
burning of the Towne now fo neare it, which maintained fo many Re> 
bellious enemies, who had joyned in the barning our poore garriſon, and 
ſo many times encampt about us and ſought our deſtruftion ; This 
motion was no ſooner made by our Colonell then cherefally embraced by 
us all, ſo recommending our ſelves to his divine mercy, who had many 
times alliſted and dclivered us, on we marcht towards the dawning of 
the day, our Colonell having no other Officers to affiſt him in this ſervice, 
but his Serjeant Leviton, his Licutenant and Erffigne being moſt part of 
this yeare diſcaſed and unſerviceable, oar ColonelF-coming at the Bridge 
gives orders to the Foote chearefully to follow their Serjeant with what 
4ilence and ſpeed they were able, and once entring the Towne, no man 
prefume upon paine of death, to enter any houſe for plunder, but with fire 
and ſword todefroy all we could comeat, calling all the ftreete if any 
Brittsfs Priſoners were amongſt them rhey ſhould draw tous, as divers 
did, Our Coloncll with his Horſe falling upon a many good houſes fall of 
people on this fide of the Bridge, where he barned and deſtroyed all, ap- 
pointing his Rande vowes with the Foote at the South» weſt <nd he 
Towne, where he croſt a Foard which bronght him cloſe to the Friery, 
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where the foote met and fired their brave maſſe houſe hd Frye&y, where 
it is ſaid, we burnt a many goed things, which people had given in keee 
ping for ſafety tothe Fryars, and all their ſuperſtitious trumperies belon- 

ing to their Maſſe : It was theught ſome of the Fryers themſelves were 
[hewiſe burnt, two of them running out were killed in their habits: 
As we finiſhed this worke, and giving God the praiſe for our ſucceſſe, we 
were tould by ſome Priſoners that © (onnexr Slige with what firength 
he could make in that County, was that night marcht to meete Owen 4 
Rowrke and thereſt of his old c omrades from the County of Cavan, for 
the laying of a new c ampe : bout onr Colonels caſtle, and the carrying 
away of our new ſupply of Cowes; upon which newes our Colonell 
held it fit to haſt homewards, as we marcht bourely expecting tobe ins 
countred; when we came within 3 miles of our Colonels caſtle, we 
deſcerned our ColonelsHorſe paſſiage ſtrongly to be beſer(being a traighe 
p?ſlage)with a number of men,baving a Rocky: wood on our right-hand, 
and a great bogge on the left, ſo that our Horſe-men by our Colonels or» 
ders are forced to try another way, where many of them were bogged 
their Horſes breaking from them ; In the meane-time our Foote-men 
cour2giouſly charged a great body of them necre 300 which were layed 
tor us that way ; Thoſe who had beſet our Horſe-paſſages, obſerving our 

Hotſe-men bogg'd, and our Foote engaged with 3 times our number, 

marcht hard a —_ Mo where _ SR _ the reſt 

was 3 times un , that day the Rogues playing upon him, being 
wellhnowns by his Horſc and habit,as ſome of their Priſoners afterwards 
confeſt ; nevertheleſle, it pleaſed God out of his wonted fatherly merey, 
not only to deliver us fafe out of their hands being a ſmall handfull, nor 
above 7 ſcore Horſe and Foote, who fought our ſelves with neere a x000 
of them from ſeverall quarters, fill kirmiſhing with us untill we came 
neare our Colonels c aſtle, our Muskitceres killing a many of them, with 
the Ile only of 3, and ſcmefery hurt ; Notwithſtanding our weariſoine 
march and hot ſervice that night in burning of the Towne of $/igo, where 
it is confeſt by theryſclves we deſtroyed that night neere 3 hundred ſoulcs 
by fire, ſword and drowning, to Gods cvcrlaiting great honour and glory 
and our comforts, ; :

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above 20 of them, brought home above 8 ſcore oftheir c owes, were 
{et upon by a number of who t to have reſeued the c owes, 
ave us a moſt deſperate chinge, but we kil'd 7 or 8' mare of them, and 
he home our prey with a many of their Armes, we loſt one of our 
beſt Muskiteeres in this ſervice, 

Our Colonell being advertized fromthe County of Fermanagh, that Sir 
William Cole had lately taken in npon proteftion above an 100 Jrif 
Rogues, allowing them a Captaine of their owne Nation over them, 
quartering them neare to the way where our meſſ:ngers uſed to paſſ: 
towards Emikillen, which much troubled our Colonell, fach a thing 
ſheuld be done by Sir Filiam Cole with whom he daily correſponded, 
without acquainting him with his warrant or reaſons for that a&: here» 
upon our Colonel! fearing leaſt that fuch like neighbeurs (hould be pat up» 
on him by Sir Filiam (ole, thisnight ſends a party towards the borders 
of Fermanagh, where « many goodly if houſes with an Iron worke 
were ſtandiag amongſt the Woods, dll which our Colouell this night cau- 
ſed to be burned; In fcouring thofe Woods we found a few cowes and 
2 Prifoners. ' 

Our Colonell having divers times by Letters advertiſed Sir #i454n 
{ ole whileſt the Rogues lay encampt about him, defiring ſome aide from 
Sit WiUllame R e being moſt part Scorcb-men, whom our Colonel! 
had advifed to ſubmit to his command, being of that County which he 
lived in, yet Sir 1/2» did never fince the beginning of theſe troublics, 
veneore fo mach as one meſſenger to fee what was become of us, for all 
cor Colonell conſtantly twice or thrice a Moneth did adventure mefi:o- 
pers to him, who was neere 10 times our number : And we being ad- 
venized from Sir Filian Cole himiclfe by our meticngers, that fem: 
Ponder and Ammunition was ſent from Dadb/ix and Levdan-derry to D 6- 
neg al, tor the y of Enizkillen and us botb, Sir Piliew promiting by 
his meancs and his ſtronger party, that fome courle ſhould be taken tor 
the bringing our Ammunition from Donegal as for his owne, which our 
Colonel! relyed upon : yet neverthelefſ:Sir Walrem did make that meancs 
that his owne w:s brooght to Ballifbarnen within, 12 miles to oor Coe 
lonels caſtle, a:d unknowne to our Colonel! ſ:nds a party of 4 or 5 
hundred to BaliGomon for his Amimunition, where he was well ſopplicd 
whh Salt, and marchedat this time with this party neare to the borders 
of our CoJonels Land, within 6 miles to his c aſtle, where our faxall party 
might have eomenicatly met ther, and have beene ſapplied as they 
were, if their imrehelon 2n4 withes had beene a3 neighbourely cowntds |» 
w,'s we were really toms then, who by this and other after carria- 
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ges ed rather te then to pitty cur extremities whereof they 
were fully mformed; yet g by cur laſt meſſenger ceded 
bleſt and ensbled us to woe fer our ſelves, and thatftore of © owes were 
to be had in our county of Leyrrim, whereof they heard that we got dai- 
ly fore : This newes it ſermes did more invite our =—_— Regi- 
ment then any ſtomack they had 1o relieve us in our ſeverall diftrefles vn« 
till this day z A party of neere 400 Horſe and Foote arc ſent with Sir 
William { o/es Letters to our Colonell, —_—_—— his ſevcrall good 
ſervices, expreſling be had now in | oar Colonels fos- 
mer defires fent thete Gentlemen and Soutdiers, to be i cd in ſcou- 
ring of the Countrey, and ſuch other ſervices as by our Il ſhooſd 
be thought ht, without limitation of time-or other end mentioned in his 
Letter ; upon i —_—_— our Colonell bids their Licutcnant Colo- 
nell Acheſon with the teſt of their Captaines heartily welcome, there 
being in their ary 67 1 8 avheley, who had marited Sir Finns 
Coles Daughter, and had lately becne relieved by Sir #i#iam fromhe 
Rogues, in exchange of divery Prieſts, Coptaines and others 
of great conſequence ; This M*, Deane fo behaved himfcife at a conference 
detwixt our Colonell and their Officers, as if he had come with abfolatc 
power from his Father in law over this party, Officers and Souldiers; 
their Lieutenant Colonell alledging they were ſent thither by Sir 7Filliaw 
Cole upon information of cur meſſenger, that we were blockt up with 
a (treng ©ampe about the Caſtle, 2nd that his orders were to ttay no 
longer with our Colonell then the next day, allowing them perempto- 
rily 48 houresand no longer to be from their Garrifon, they having in 
that time 40 long miles march rhrengh Woods and Mountaines to pet- 
forme, let any man judge what ſervice inthe reſt of that time was fit to 
be ventured on z apen this our Coloncil advizcd them, fince their private 
erders were ſuch, contraty tothe contents of Sir WillemsLetters to him, 
that their beſt courſe was for that night, Commanders and Officers to 
refreſh themfelves with him in his Caſtle, taking order that their Soul- 
dicrs ſhould bequertcred -and provided for amongſt his Souldicrs in their 
Cabbins, which their Officers would not yeeld ro, aching eadey- 
portuning our Colonell, that fineethey were come to ym, and thar they 
tound the Fickds cleare about him, 2s: they had beene neere 3 Moneths 
before that, which they knew well enough whatſocyer they pretended ; 
that he ould impley- them upon ſome pecee of fervice under his cam- 
mand before they rerurned :- Our Colonel telling them, God had hHither- 
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on ſuch far}& orders, the ſucceſle and event not fit to be limited with 
their time ; Their Otticers ſtill importuning that night to be imployed, 
whereupon upon their importunitics, our Colonell reſolved totry with 
the aſliltance of their ſtrength, the taking of the Calle of Dramchere, 
whercin was Coloncll Owen 6 Romrke, with divers of the 1rif Rebels 
of this County, boping by that ſervice to have relieved Sir Robert Hans 
with his Lady and children, who had beene loag Priſoners in that 
caſtle, thinking Sir #i4;am Coles men being 10 carnelt; and once en» 
gaged in the hopes of compaſliag ſo honourable a peece of ſervice, they 
would net for (ſhame have left it, and carricd themſelves ſo mcanely 
whilſt we were upon the ſervice as naworthily they did: Oar Colo» 
nell not only in hopes, but full of confidence and probable reaſons, mar» 
ches in perſon with his Horſe and Foote, leading them on neare the C- 
ſtle walls, where he catered his Maſons, Carpenters and other worke- 
men with their inſtruments, who in ſhort time did make a breach, where 
he placed ſome few Muskitceres 3 The Rebels countermanding our work, 
play ſo hot upon our Muskitceres as one of- them were killed, another 
dcadly ſhot, the relt were beaten from the worke, oue Colonels men 
cing wearicd out, and having no ſeconding or afliltance from Sir #:/. 
liam Coles great number, their Lieutenant Colon: 11 having no power to 
command them to relieve our men, whilt we were ſpendiag our lives 
and bloods in compalling this ſervice 3 Deane Barkeley 18 publikely dil 
couraging the Officers and Souldiers of Sir Wilram Coles party, tel- 
ling th;m they were not ſent by their Colonelland Governour to take'in 
Caltles, and that their time limited by their orders was come, withing 
them at_their perils to draw homewards :- Our Colonell much grieved 
and aſhamcd to be thuscngaged with the hopes of their helpe z adwaſ:d 
the Deaxe not to mcddle with what was out of his Element, delinnng 
to diſpute the condition of cur eſtate with the Licuteaant Colonelt and 
ether Officers of the Regiment, The Deanereplyed the Water was none 
of his Element, and yct he could ſwiame ; and whoſoever ſhould com» 
mand that party further, Ghould ſpeike ro tim. Our Colovell thas dif 
contented, obſerving the: unworthy cartiage- of their Souldicrs, wha 
whullt we were upon ſervice, their Horie-men wererambling the Coun» 
trey, driving in Hoiſcs and Cowes, their Footcemen ruaming after Mut- 
tons, catching, killing and,walting under every buſh ; Our Colonell cn- 
deavouring after the loſſs, of his mgn to perſwade. them only to lye that 
night. about the Caltle, knowing by the information of Priſoners, chey 
could” not pollibly have held out 2daycs, if they had not yeelded that 
night, as (ace we are informed they intended, and did that night, after 
cur 
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aur Colonell niarcht from: thence, all of them leave the caſtle; leaving 
Sir Robert Hanney with his Lady and children lock't inzroomeall alone; 
till the next day we were not likely to cothe any more, and that our 
Fermannagh, fiend had left us in fuch- diſorder, twho inmcnded to have 
carried with them not onely what Cowes and Horſes they had gathered 
in the fore-mentioned manner whilſt we were ſervice, but alſo 
thought to have ftolne with them divers of our Colonells c attell that 
morningthey were to-party- wherewith- our Colonell being acquainted, 
ccived that their-intended kindneſſe and viſit to him, was only to 
_ made uſe of his perſon and ſtrength ta have prey'd our Coantrey 
for them, which he held no fitting imployment for his perfonall ſervice, 
conſidering haw nnworthily they had carried themſelves towards: hins 
jn the time ot our diſtreſle; and; particularly in this lift fervice 3 ' where» 
upon order was given byour Colonel}, that not'only his owne c attell

Our Officer deman- 
ding a guard for both thoſe purpoſcs, is oFered the Armes and Ammy- 
ation if withont a guard we would venture onthem, our runne-awayes 
are ſo concealed and diſperſed amongſt them, as no helpe is made for vs 
for them at all where there were 140or 15 of them, Sir William Cole 
never appearing amongſt us, but his gatcs (but againſt us, and his bridge 
drawne up as if we had becne Rebels come to take in his Caſtle, not 
oftcring us or our Officers fo much as one bitot Bread, or cup of ſmall 
Beere in his Caſtle or Garrifon, our Colonell having formerly enter.

they thought had not recovered their laſt ſore march from Znwkillen, and 
having layen in ambuſh all night , expeRting the drawing out- of our cat- 
tell in the morning; but finding themſelves diſcovered by 2 of our Horle- 
men who ſcoured the Ficlds before our c attell, theſe two men were 1o 
engaged amongſt the Rogues that they were both killed, we taking the 
Alarme, reſcued our Cattell, where we had a ſound encounter with the

ved the King of Spaine, and ledon ſome 4 ſcore of their Musketceres

We marcht towards Dromabere, hearing a great gathering was there 
making ready tor a new Campe againſt us, where on our march through

ſcore principall Beeves, killed ſomeRogues, and brouzht home 2 PFri-

County, wherefore oar Colonel! ad vertited Sir William Cole and his Cap. 
taines, that here was faire hopes to be ſapplicd, if they wonld with th 
party of 4 or 500 men, 1:cretly haſt tous, who ſhould be ready to joyne 
with them fot falling upon theRoguescampe, who lay neare and aboat 
the Caſtle of Dr , © miles fromus, where the R were plen- 
tifully provided in the Campe, both from the County of Shgo and this 
County, having above 7 or 8oov Cowes about this time grazing a- 
bout then, and that countrey full of Corne, whereof both Zxzkiltex nd 
we ut this time ſtand in greatneed. The Captaines of Ewskiltrs in their 
anſwer, acknowledge the extremity ef their wants and onr Coloncls in- 
vitatior, bat arcin ſach confufion and diforder amongſt themſelves, as 
they neither denied to come or promiſe anything plaincly, when we 
deferring, all this white unwilling tofeare their Campe, or vemare our 
handfull againſt 2o or 12 Companies commanded by Colonel] Lnce 
T affe, and his Lieutenant Culonell Brgar —— with the ali» 
ſtance of Coloneli Oven 6 Rexrke, who tycs in the Caſtle of 7rom- bere, 
but now fecing no appearance of &mglies men, and our owne Cowes 
and proviſion growne very ſhort agaimſt&ofrr, our Colonell is nece(fita- 
ted to ventare with his owne taail party, which adventare it pleaſed 
the Lord this day fo to bleſie, as to ns wo bri the very Caſtle 
walls of Dromahere neere 400 Cowes, with pretty ſtore of Sheepe,Goates 
and Marcs, with ſome fraall fopply of Borter and Mcale fighting our ſolvs 
throngh 4 great body of the Rogues, where we kild divers, hurt above 
40, as cs by one of their Oricers Lerrers found in their Licurenant

ma, one Muskitecre only hurt on the ſhoulder, fo that if Enukilew men 
had becne adviſed by our Colonell, we had undoubtedly had a faire pull 
of at lealt 7 or 8009 Cowes, with abundance of Wheate and other corne 
beſides : what good ſervice might have beene done upon the Rogues, 
how they can anſwer the negleR of this and other ſuch Iiks ſervice, 
whercunto they have ſcverall times beene invited and advertized by our 
Colonell,both for his Majeſties ſcrvice,the common good ,and their owne 
particular relife,as more clearely it (hall appeare hercafter, God ſ:nding us 
aide ard 1ndifterent Judges to heare us both, 

Being Eaſter-cve,. our Hay for Horſes growing ſhort by reafon of 4zril :, 
the number we andour Colonell kept within the Caſtle all Winter, he is 
tarced to ventur2 24 of his trowſe Geraldines to grazencare 2 miles from 
the Caltle, with a guard of neere 50 of his men to take charge of his 
Ploy-horf s and his Cowes, boping till after Eaſter the Rogues being 
to lately beaten by as, they would not have ventured, as this day they did, 
a great body of them, appeare within a ſhort mile to onr Caſtle, before our 
Centrics d:{cried them.z We taking rhe Alarme, moſt of our beſt Horſe 
and beſt Pike*men beiag fo farre from us, divers others of our Soul- 
dicrs being imployed about firc-wood and fach like neceffarics, ſo 2s we 
are not able in this extremity to make up above 50 fighting men, if ſo 
many, with which number we were commanded tocndeavour the ref- 
cuing of the reſt, guarding oor Horſes and Cattell, having noot'er way 
or meanes to ſayeall or looſe all z where it pleaſed the Lord fo to dire 
us boldly to march towards the Rogues as they were adracing towards 
our Geldings and Cattcll, perceiving our ſmall number ſtraglingly draw 
tozether, > with ſpecd advance towards us, marching in 3 diviſory, 
thzir brit divifion being 1:d-on by their Lieutenant Colonell Bryas He

conſiting cf 42 Muskitecres 3 The third diviſion lcad-on by Captaine 
William Tyrrell, on the bead of his owne Company Captaine Bryan Mac 
Swyue, and Captaine Roger 5 Conners Company conſiſting of 45 Maf- 
kitcercs beſides Pike-men, whith multitade thinking 'to have ſwallowed 
up our handfall, perceiving us draw up without Horle-men, thinking to 
cut thole off before we j2yne with ghereſt, their Lieutenant Colonell 
):ading on molt fariouſly along a Brjage, over aRiver, i the foote of re 
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bill where our men were drawne up, we perceiving them all crofſe the 
River, matching in a looſe body towards ns, giving fire upon us, we 
ſeeme a little to retreat, where we got the bencfit of a ditch for all our 
Muskiteeres to play out of, whereupon the Rogues imagining we had 
taken theretreat, did with great ſhoutes crye out as if they had already 
beatenus; but our Muskiteeres did from that ditch ſo pepper them, that 
it is not to be belzeved what a ſudden alteration our handfull made a- 
moneſt their multitude, our Pike-men flying in upon them, where one 
M. 7okn (onnigham himſclte was deadly fhot with a Mnkit bullet in the 
body, wholived 2 dayes after : Thus having kil'd their Licutenant Co- 
lonell, who fought molt deſperately as ever mandid, divers being with 
ſhot and Pike beaten to the ground, yet did he fight upon his knees, pit-« 
ty fo great courage ſhould haye beene in ſo Arch a Traitour, who was 
thought to have beene one of the greatelt fire-brands df Conmaght in this 
Rcbellion, and the bloudieſt tyrant againſt our Clergy-men, having cau- 
ſed 3 of them to be murthered, M*'.7 howas Fullerton, Mr. William Li. 
Howne, and Pattrick D romond, who were bloudily kil'd by bis orders, 
when they firſt lay about this Caſtle ; Yet blefſed be God this day who 
cnabled us ſo todeale with them, as we put the Rogues after killing their 
Licutenant Colonell, to ſuch a diſorderly and confuſed retreat over the 
River, where numbers of them threw one another into it, ſo as it is al- 
moſt incredible to ſpeake or write what number of proper perſonable men 
as any /relaxd affords, were kil'd that day by our weake bandfull, toGod 
alone be the glory. The ncxt day our Colonell ſending forth to ſearch 
the Ficlds, to ſee if the Rogues had dar'd in the night time to carry cff 
any of their dead bodics, but 1t did not appeare they durſt meddle with 
any ; whereupon order was given for burying cfthem all, which was 
2 daycs labour for 20 men, there being neere 3 ſcore found and buried, 
belides divers which had beene carried away by the River, there bcing 
then a great fiood init, Thus it pleaſed God tocontinue his former ta- 
vours and mercy towards us, with this great and miraculous victory with- 
out the loſſe of a man of gurs, other then M*, Conningham, our Women and 
Boyes coming home loaden with Muskets, Pikes, Swords and Skeanes, 
enough to Arme 7 or 8 ſcore men, and in hope to get more that were 
drowned inthe River. And thus God hath done for os without the hel 
of Enukillen, whom we long waited for to have contributed for their ſup- 
ply and relicfe, and all thele men that were found kil'd, within Masket

Upon Sunday morning about one of the clock, there was a great 
Alarum here in D«blin, the Rebels had got 1nto New -ſtreete, and came 
up as farre as the pottl:, and-had pilbged divers houſes before we could 
make refiltance;and fer ſome thatch houſes on fire, ſome 20 on: and other, 
the certainty is not ſu well knowne though we dwell here, as 1 canafſure 
you of it ; the Rebels were as ſome fay who ſaw them 300 Hotle, a 
Front Company of Foote, but how many we know not, ( God bebleſ- 

cd) they were beaten out,and about 20 of thenykilled, andfome 6 or 7 
of ours, they preſcatly after burnt a great deale of Hay made up in Cocks 
about Ragary and Ra/arnam, and a night or two after about Donna brooks, 
our Army being abroad we could not follow tem, but thought our ſelves 

well that the Ciry was kept fate, being much afraid of and Hſoition the

other particular, we hare little reaſon to-give credit, ſave” that at a late 
parley, which was held betwixt me and the prinoipall Officers of this 
Army, and the Lord of Afraker y (who- pretended to communicate unto 
us matter tending tothe pubtique good; ) we made ſuch advantage theres 
of, asto obtain leave to ſend a Gentleman ofour own to the place, where 
this treaty was related to be in agitation, who ſuddenly returned unto us, 
with eurancethat upon ſundry fpecious overtures made by the Rebels 
ſ1ch a Treaty had been entred into, bat that the ſame by the appearance 
of their delaſive irreality was broken off at preſent,and that the Marqueſſe 
of Ormond was then marched into the field with a good (trength to pro- 
ſecute the Lynſter Rebels. And as we are of opinion that extreme necet- 
fity did compell thoſe of the Lynſter Army to harken v0 ſuch a. Treaty; 
fo we cannot but avouch our owne wants and gencrall diltrefſts to bo 
equall to,if not ſurpaſſing,the ſuffrings of any other part of the Kingdome, 
And indeed albcit we are moſt faithfully zealous and defirous to beſtow 
our lives and tortuncs on this cauſe and fervice ; yet will our generall de- 
teQs and neceſſities diſebleusto adminiſter any adyantage unto it, being 
eltogether unfurniſhed of fach meanes, as might make ar perforis and 
endeavours availeable,or conſiderable : And although we have lately re- 
ccived a (hip laden with Proviſions, furntſhed our by the care and provi- 
dence of that Honourable Houſe (for which we are defirous that you 
would returne them our humble and thankfull acknowledgement of their 
great favour therein:) yet when the ſame fell out to be divided _— 
om whole Army, it amounted not toabove ten dayes proviſion for t 
common ſouldiers, fo as I am again inforced tolay the ſouldicrs upon c<c 
wretched inhabitants of our ſeverall Garriſons, who were. altogether un- 
able to find cither themſclves or the ſouldiers a ſubſiſtance, it ſome private 
Merchants had not been enduced tobring in proviſions xpon their own 
account ; which were {old out to the poor people, and may make them 
ſabſiſt untill the hatyeit draw on upon us, that we may expect to gain 
fomethihng abroad, which then neyerthelefſe we cannot hope to doe, br 
to be able to look out of our Garriſons, tor the efpeciall want of powder 
and Munition, which is ſuch as that our whole ſtores will be utterly cx- 
hauſted, and ſpent in mcer watching without otter fervice,inone moneth 
or ſix weeks, having not for all our Garrifons and men above thirty Barrels 
of Powder, and Match in no fart propottionable to it5; 'So that I'ſhall 
humbly defire that in the firſt place we may reccivear the Yeaft 200 Bar» 
rclsof Powder with Match agd lead proportionable, if any fervice be cx- 
petted at our hands. 


In the next place, there is caſt upon me a moſt heavie and —__—_— 
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burthen of atisfying and giving contentment to the Officers, who having 
now neither money or - Cloatbes (ancat boing as ſcarce and dainty with 
them as either) doc daily importune me forleaye te forfake. the {crvice, 
which I could not refuſe to ſome few whom 1 had.nd-arrancs tp relieve; 
nor can, tyrt with rclutency, deny- unto the reſt; ſeeing the contemptible 
and wretched condition they live in, beneath the qualitic of Gentle 

er indeed common ſouldiers in other parts, an4- therefore 1 am — 
to deale with them by perſwaſions , wherein I bave bitherto proved fo 
ſucceſkfull, and have found them bo faithfully devoted to this (crvice, as

I ſhall make humble ſait that this Pinnace may be 
diſpatched back with all poſlible ſpeed, And ſeeing we haye-alroadp. ro 
ceived gavod benefit by tha Aſlitaceotrhe Almirall ; I hall 2)to hgably 
d:{ire that a courſe may beconceived tocontinue him upon this Coalt, 
a4 that hz may be direed to comply with me in all 02ca'tons of ſervice, 
for that it is yary-probable we may by his help, when we (hall have fup- 
plyes, take in divers of the ſea Towns, which had been performed ere this 
tim?, if ever we had been in a condition ( finge his coming tous) fit to 
March into the field. The coemie advancing lately to the fiege of Capper- 

quin and Ly/more, which places-(-ia regard I was unableto draw forth 
the whole Army,through mecxe want of ell kind of necehries) I did en- 
d<vyour to ftrengthen with men, a proviſions, and to.that purpoſe mar- 
ch:d witha good party of foot, ani ſome horſe to Talow within two 
mil:s of their Came, and there lay to face them, and attempt the png

in of proviſions into the ſaid ſeverall places : T had there an opportunity 
to have a perfeR view of their whole Forces, and did finde as well by my 
eſpyal*, as by my particular ſaryay, that their ſtrength of horſe did at che 
Jeaſt treble ours (although ours according to their ſeverall numbers, were 
indifferent!y full) and that they were very competently armed, which 
gave methen occaſion and refolution to defire you would repreſent unto 
that Honourable Aſſ:mbly how that Sir /ohn Pawler, Knight, having by 
his induſtry and earneſt delire to advance this ſcrvice, gotten a conſidera- 
ble number of ſerviceable mzn, well mounted together, who have on all 
occalions been employed, and ſhewed themſclves aRive and able in the 
formanco of ſcvcrall ſervices, I have for their incouragement and 
for the keeping of them together, and for the ſtrengthening of our Horſe 
iſſued ſome ſmall quantity of Tobaccocs unto them, to keep them alive, 
and promiſed touſe my endeavours to gaine them an entertainment ; I 
ſhall therefore carneſtlydeſire you to repreſent unto the Houſe,that if they 
will rouchſafe to ſupply Sir /obn PaWler with a ſmall ſum of , 
and ſome Arths to recruite and compleat them ( which are the only thing 
they want) and to give me Order to enter them into pay and entertain- 
ment under his Command,that there will be a very ferviccable and conſi- 
derable Troope raiſed for the publique ſervice , and ſuch an one as will 
bring a good addition of ſtrength to this Army. I have formerly of late 
dir molt of my diſpatches unto Serjeant Major 7eph/on, a Member 
of the Houſe,and an induſtrious ſolicitour for the Province (to avoyd your 
too much trouble) but now I muſt defire your favours and furtherance in | 
the returne of this diſpatch, (he being probably come thence) in atten».
